MAY MAKE LOUISIANA REPUBLICAN 


What a Prominent Gentleman from Louis- 
iana Has l'o Say— Working tbe 
Patronage Pull, Too. 


Washington, August 1.—(Special.)—There 
is believed to be more behind the holdup of 
the Louisiana sugar bounty by Comptroller 
Bowler than appears upon the surface, It 
is, in fact, thought to be a deliberate scheme 
on the part of the administration to force 
the free silver democrats of Louisiana lo 
abandon silver. 

“It is well known,” said a Louisianian to- 
day, ‘“‘that the administration is uSing every 
lever within its reach to overthrow the free 
coinage element of the party. There is a 
strong free coinage sentiment in Louisiana, 

“Mr. Cleveland is doing all he can to force 
the party into his way of thinking and make 
the election of gold candidates to the na- 
tional convention a certainty. ;

THE DELEGATES UNINSTRUCED. 
Fight for the Nomination of Secre- 
tary of State. 

Jackson, Miss., August 1.—This county 
(Hinds) held a convention at Raymond to- 
day to nominate delegates to the state 
convention, which meets August 7th. The 
convention was interesting from the fact 
that a big fight was on between the friends 
of Captain Frank Johnson, attorney gen- 
eral and candidate for re-election on the 
one side, and Colonel J. Power, the nestor 
of the ‘Mississippi press, who is a candi- 
date for secretary of state, on the other. 
The Johnson faction captured the conven- 
tion, but d‘d not have the nerve to in- 
struct the delegates how to vote and it is 
pelieved both will get them in the state 
convention.

THE DEBT STATEMENT. 


Intebest-BearIng Debt 
° Over $31,000,000, 

Washington, August 1—The debt State- 
ment for Juiy, which will be issued this 
afternoon, will show few changes since 
the June statement. The interest bearing 
debt will be increased $31,157,700, this being 
the amount of the last half of the 
recent issue to the bond syndicate, the 
first half having been included in the last 
previous statement. This will make the 
total bonded debt $747,359,760, and the whole 
national debt, exclusive of certificates and 
treasury nofes, /$1,128,170,820. The cash 
balance of $195,240,153 reported last month 
will be decreased by about eight million. 

The interest-bearing debt increased $1,- 
158,340; the non-interest bearing debt de- 
creased $813,025, and cash in the treasury 
decreased $8,090,622. 

The balances of the several classes of debt 
at the close of business, July 3ist, were: In- 
terest bearing debt, $747,360,400; debt on 
which interest has ceased since immaturity, 
$1,699,650; debt bearing no interest, $378,198,- 
384; total, $1,127,258,435. 

The certificates in treasury notes offset by 
an equal amount of cash in the treasury 
outstanding at the end of the month were 
$581,799,692, an increase of $2,591,830. The to- 
tal cash in the treasury was $807,397,.850, The 
gold reserve was $100,000,000, Net cash bal- 
ance, $87,149,530. In the month there was a 
decrease in gold coin and bars of $539,865. 
The total at the close. was $155,354,065. Of 
silver tuere was an increase of $407,399. 

Of the surplus there was in national bank 
depositories $15,920,822, against $16,903,120 at 
the end of the preceding months.

WATCHING THE RED MEN. 


About Two Hundred Utes Acting Very 
Suspiciously. 

Washington, August 1.—Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs Browning this morning re- 
ceived a telegram from Governor Richards, 
of Wyoming, stating that he had reliable 
information that 200 Indians, supposed to be 
Utes, were seen yesterday near South Pass, 
Fremont county, Wyoming. also forty-seven 
Sioux on Badwater creek, in the same 
county. All were mounted, armed and with- 
out women and children. The governor 
stated that the people of Fremont county 
are under arms and had wired him for as- 
sistance. The governor asked that these 


‘and all other Indians in Wyomitrg be recall- 


ed to their reservations. 

Commissioner Browning promptly tele- 
graphed the agents of the Uintah and 
Ouray Indians in Utah; Lemhis, in Idaho; 
Shoshones, in Wyoming, and the Pine Ridge 
Sioux, in South Dakota, directing them to 
keep close watch of the Indians on their 
reservations and to bring back all absent 
ones. He also advised Governor Richards 
of the instructions sent to agents. No trou- 
bles are expected by the bureau officials 
from Indians reported by Governor Rich- 
ards. It is thought they simply banded to- 
gether to go-to the scene of trouble out of 
mere curiosity, just as the white people 
would do if anything of interest happened 
in their locality. Both bands of Indians are 
now about 150 miles directly cast-southeast 
of Jackson’s Hole. 


MARRIED HIS NIECE, 


A Wedding That Caused Comment in 
Meryland. 


Annapolis, Md., August 1—The neéighbor- 
hood of Jewell, Ann Arundel county, is 
somewhat disturbed at the announcement 
that one of its residents has married 
his own niece. The ceremony is said to 
have been performed by a minister at Up- 
per Marlboro, Price George’s county, where 
a license has been procured. The bride ‘ts 
eighteen and the groom forty years old. 
When questioned as to the propriety of 
marrying his niece, the groom produced 
the marrfage certificate, saying: ‘The 
minister married us and here is the cer- 
tificate.”” About fifteen years ago a gen- 
tleman in the same district was united in 
marriage to his niece and the marriage af- 
terwards legalized by the Maryland legis- 
lature.

RED-HOT FROM TRXAS 


The PresidentZof the State Federation of 
Trades Speaks Out. 


“LABORING MEN MUST PAVOR SILVER" 


That’s What He Says in a Forceful, 
Energetic Address. 


HE CRIES OUT AGAINST THE GOLDBUGS 


Says That Workingmen Have Liberties 
To Preserve—It Is a Document 
Well Worth Reading, 


Dallas, Tex,, August 1.—(Special.)—James 
Scott, a leading democrat politician and 
president of the State Federation of Labor, 
has issued a call for a state convention of 
all trades to meet at Lampasas August 2d. 
This is the most powerful organization of 
wage-workers in the state, The call says: 

“You will be called upon to decide whether 
by your acqu‘escence you indorse the ac- 
tion taken by the present national admini- 
Stration in sending the federal troops to 
overawe labor in forcing it to accede to the 
unjust demands of concentrated capital 
while refusing to employ the army in sup- 
pressing lawlessness in the Indian territory. 

“You will be called upon to decide whether 
you favor the bonding of this country in 
perpetuity to the money king of Europe, 

“You will be called upon to decide whether 
you favor the demonetization of silver and 
indorse the subsequent displacement of la- 
bor which filled the country within the past 
two years with armies of idle men, willing 
to work, for whom no work was to be had; 
and above all you will be called upon to de- 
cide as to what forms a closer bond of un- 
ion for the continued preservation of all 
those principles that are dear to the citi- 
zenship of this country, among which are 
included the right to life and liberty. 

‘In order to resist the threatened on- 
slaught of capital it is imperative that we 
should present a united front to the ad- 
vaneing aggressiveness of the enemy and 
without seeking an appeal to passion or to 
unduly arouse bitter prejudices, I desire to 
say that the laboring masses of this country 
have homes to protect and wives and 
families to preserve from the heartless rig- 
ors of the cold commercialism of the age 
that knows no distinction between right and 
wrong, and to which the virtues are sum- 
med up in the word—‘dollars,’ ”’ 

President Scott said tonight: 

“The Federation of Labor will fake a 
stand for free silver, We are all demo- 
crats and will make our fight for silver in 
the democratic party once more, 

“So far as Texas democracy is concerned, 


silver will win.”’ 


WANTS TO HYPNOTIZE QUINLAN.

A Chicago Man Thinks He Could Make 
Quinlan Talk. 

Chicago, August 1.—Attorney . William 
Capps, of Fort Worth, Tex., who is in 
\Shicago representing the hers of the 
Williams sisters, left tonight for Little 
Rock, Ark. He goes with a letter from 
State’s Attorney Kern, of Cook county, 
authorizing him to represent Kern in the 
negotiations concerning ‘Caldwell, alias 
Hatch, alias Allen, now in the Little 
Rock penitentiary. At best the Chicago 
author'ties do not believe Allen, alias 
Hatch, can give information that will de- 
velop evidence that will prove murder, and 
they say his statements are contradictory 
and that the evidence of his having had 
absolute knowledge of murders committed 
by Holmes is decidedly weak. Attorney 
Capps has convinced them, ‘however, that 
there is proof of the identity of the pris- 
oner as A. E. Allen, alias A. E. Bozxd, 
alias Mascot. 

It is now clear that the police have been 
conferring, or attempting to confer, with 
the l'fe insurance companies. An inadver- 
tent remark from an official at police 
headquarters today was: 

‘You can bet they (meaning the life in- 
surance companies) will not admit having 
paid losses to Holmes or upon any of his 
alleged victims until they have proof that 
will convict every consp-rator against 
them.”’ 

The foregoing remark was called out in 
a discussion over Holmes’s statement that 
he is worth $200,000, it being, however, con- 
nected with the lives of many persons 
supposed to be h‘s victims. A well-known 
iocal hypnotist’ called upon Chief of Police 
Badenoch today and requestea that he be 
permitted to try his art wpon Quinlan, the 
proposition being to secure a confession 
from Quinlan while the latter was in the 
hypnotic state. The chief refused to test 
the hypnotist’s powers. 


HOLMES HAS A RIVAL. 


A Pork Packer Tells a Marvelous 
Story to Chief Deitsch. 

Cincinnati, O., August 1.—Chief of Police 
Deitsch has taken steps to investigate a 
story told him today which if true will 
bring to light a house of horrors equal to 
Holmes’s Chicago castle. Joseph Reader, 
watchman for 8S. 8. Davis, Jr., a pork 
packer, and a man of good reputation, 
called on Chief Deitsch and told him that 
reading of the Holmes butcheries had led 
him to a sense of his duty in disclosing a 
similar tale of murder. 

He says that he formerly worked in 
Rantoul, Ill, a-‘city of 2,000 inhabitants, 
near Champagne, as a porter in a hotel. 
He says persons living in distant places, 
and especially drummers were induced to 
stay in the house over night and never 
left. 


saw a chute leading to an old furnace and 
investigated. He says: “I saw some ‘blood 
at the cellar door, and concluded that I 
ought to see about the chute. 
into the very small opening, but once in- 
side I had more room. It was a sort of a 
box four feet square and four feet high.

Morehead City, N. C., August 1.—The trial 
of the sensational cases of conspiracy to 
defraud insurance companies was continu- 
ed today. The evidence brought out was’ 
in line with that of the day before, but was 
much mote explicit and conclusive. Fraud 
was proved conclusively in one case after 
another.

HANGING AT LIVE OAK. 


George Mitchell Executed for the 
Murder of Alfred Ryberg. 
Jacksonville, Fla., August 1.—A special to 
The Times-Union from Live Oak, Fla., says 
that George Mitchell, colored, was hanged 
there today in the presence of a large crowd 
for complicity in the murder and robbery 
of Alfred Ryberg, a white man, Mitchell 
to the last protested this innocence. His 
last words were: “Everybody meet me in 
heaven. I feel that my soul (s Saved, and 
l want to see my friends in glory, I die 
without hard feelings against anyone.” 

Mitchell is the second man to hang for 
Ryberg’s murder, Henry Brown having 
oy executed for the same crime on July 
17t 

Brown, Mitchell and Stevens were convict- 
ed and sentenced to death for the crime, 
but the two latter were respited. The res- 
pite caused such indignation that a mob at- 
tempted to storm the jail and lynch Mitch- 
ell and Stevens a few days ago. The gOv- 
ernor decided to let the law take its course 
in the case of Mitchell, but is still consid- 
ering Stevens’s appeal for clemency. It is 
believed that Stevens will be allowed to 
hang, as the chances are that he would be 
lynched if clemency were extended. 

When Brown was hanged he swore on 
the scaffold that he alone killed Ryberg, 
and that Mitchell and Stevens were inno- 
cent, 


THE PANEL EXHAUSTED. 


Only Six Jurors Obtained in the Du- 
rant Trial. 

San Francisco, August 1.—Durant was 
taken to court in the prison van for the 
second time this morning. He met his 
mother on reaching the courtroom and 
mother and son affectionately kissed each 
other.

St. Louis, August L—A special from So- 
corro, New Mexico, says that the flood 
of yesterday was the greatest in the his- 
tory of New Mexico, Sixteen persons 
are Known to have lost their lives in the 
raging waters. The storm began with a 
downpour of rain at 2 o’clock, p. m., and 
after two hours of terrific rainfall, a cloud- 
burst struck the mountain, about five 
miles above town, and in less than a half 
an hour after dark, gigantic waves, bring- 
ing bricks, mud and debris, took their 
devastating course through the streets. 
‘The bridges and at least a mile of the 
grade of the Magdalena branch of the’ 
santa Fe railroad were washed away and 
some damage resulted to the maiii 
line south of the city. Of several houses 
which stood near the channel of the Ar- 
royas not a vestige is left. Many adobe 
houses in different portions of the. city 
have fallen and others are giving away. 
Water entered the Catholic cfiurch and the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart is expected to 
fall. 

It is impossible to save the adobe houses 
when once the water has soaked through 
their foundations. None of the business 
portion of the city is injured, but not a 
dwelling house escaped some damage. 

The excitement attendant upon the flood 
is over. The list of dead is eight, six of 
whom are the Duran: family and tie other 
two—children—were rescued from the ilood 
and died yesterday. Fifty buildings in the 
city have been washed away and contents 
destroyed. About one hundred buildings 
are more or less damaged, and a large por- 
tion of the contents damaged or destroyed. 
To these losses must be added the tutal de- 
Struction of gardens and vineyards, and 
these losses fall upon the poorer classes of 
people. Tne Magdalena branch of the San- 
ta Ie railroad was washed away for «bout 
five miles,and their loss will run into the 
thousands, The water washed away the 
main track just below the depot yards and, 
covered the track in the yards about fours 
inches deep. The lower part of Manzanares 
avenue is a total wreck, bridges and side- 
walks being washed away. The water cov- 
ered the whole vailey from the vicinity of 
Windsor hotel to the depot for several miles 
above and below the city. 

The arroya that did the damage comes 
into the city at the southwest corner from 
the mountains on the.road .to 


Just as it strikes the city it divides into two 


channels, one going down Spring street, to 
the river bottom and then westward, empty- 
ing into the north of the city and swinging 
around passes to the east of the city, ming- 
ling its waters with the one coming down 
Spring street. The flood came in two big 
waves, one filling the arroya over bank full, 
and the other pouring out over every street 
in the city. Had this storm come at night 
hundreds would have perished. 
A Race for Life. 


Casper, Wyo., August 1.—A terrible cloud- 
burst occurred south of this city on Casper 
mountain, at the head of Garden creck, last 
night. The creek is about seven miles long 
from mouth to source, and is lined with 
campers. Near the head of the creek is a 
summer resort frequented by local picnic 
parties and is credited with being one of the 
most beautiful spots in central Wyoming. 
The first thing the flood reached was the 
pleasure resort at the head of Garden creek. 
At this point all the buildings were crushed 
and swept away and the original site of the 
hotel at this point is buried beneath debris 
twenty or more feet deep. 

From kere the water followed the course 
of the creek and demolished everything in 
its path. Judging from water marks a vol- 
ume uf water forty feet high and thirty rods 
wide must have passed a narrow defile 
about two miles from the mountain proper. 

Without warning this great flood of wa- 
ter in its rush down the side of the moun- 
tain found many campers up and down the 
creek, either sleeping or just about’ ready 
to retire for the night. 

S. Newby and his family had retired for 
the night, when all at once they were sur- 
rounded with water and a race for life tom- 
menced. Newby says that he heard his 
wife scream for help. He grabbed for her 
but missed, and in the next second he was 
being carried on by a great rush of water. 
That was the last he saw of his wife and 
baby. 

Newby grabbed the limbs of a floating 
tree, and after floating about forty rods was 
thrown on a bank. Mrs. Newby was found 
this morning beneath a pile of debris twen- 
ty feet high. The boy has not been found. 

Near the Newby camp was camped Sam- 
uel Harrison, lately of Alliance, Neb. Har- 
rison’s two children were caught in the 
flood and carried away by the mad waters. 
The bodies of the children were recovered 
this morning. 

Some idea of the force of the torrent can 
be formed from the fact that in the first 
two miles of its course five ledges of rock 
are to be found. ..¢ege ledges are twenty- 
five feet high. In the first one are bowlders 
torn from the mountain side that will 
weigh fifty tons. Trees two feet in diameter 
were torn up and carried down the stream. 
The tents and wagons of all the campers up 
and down the creek were Hestroyed and at 
least fiftv persons escaped with nothing but 
their sleeping garments. Food and clothing 
are being sent to the unfortunates by the 
citizens of Casper today. 


FIRE AT DURHAM. 


The Loss Is Estimated at #100,000, 
with One-Half Insured. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 1—At 1 o'clock 
this morning fire broke out in Rearn’s to- 
bacco warehouse, at Durham, and entirely 
destroyed it, together with large stocks of 
goods stored in its basement. The fire 
leaped across the street and burned Stokes’s 
hall, the telegraph office, telephone ex- 
change, offices of the Durham Fertilizer 
Company and the store of the Durham 
Supply Company, while the upper parts of 
the stories of R. D. Bilacknall’s, Marks’s 
and Ellis’s stores Were burned. Great quan- 
tities of goods were destroyed or damaged 
by water. »! 

There was also a. large breakage of plate 
glass windows. The fire was under con- 
trol soon after 3 o'clock. Loss estimated 
at $100,000.

A TEMPORARY INJUNCTION 


Granted Against the Reorganization 

Committee of the Whisky Trust. 

New York, August 1—The litigation over 
the reorganization of the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding Company, which is more famil- 
larly known as the whisky trust, has been 
transferred from the courts of Chicago to 
the supreme court of this city and the 
first, step in the litigation here was taken 
today in the supreme court before Judge 
O’Brien, who, upon the application of Law- 
yers Guggenheimer, Untermeyer and Mar- 
shall, granted a temporary injunction 
against the reorganization committee of the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company 
and also against the Manhattan Trust Com- 
pany. 

The order of Judge O’Brein prevents the 
committee, or any of them, personally or 
through their agents or attorneys, from bid- 
ding upon or acquiring the properties of the 
trust under the reorganization agreement, 
or from taking any action whatsoever by 
reason of the alleged ownership of any 
stock or money deposited with the Manhat- 
tan Trust Company, The injunction re- 
strains the Manhattan Trust Company fron 
paying out or disposing of any of the moneys 
or securities which are on deposit with it. 
Accompanying the injunction is an order 
requiring the reorganization committee to 
show cause on Wednesday next why the 
injunction should not be continued pending 
the trial of the action to prevent the 
scheme of reorganization. a 

The suit is brought in the name of 
Frederick W. Anness and George M. Pin- 
chon, who own about 15,000 shares of the 
stock of the company. The papers were 
served upon Mr. Nathan Bijur, the counsel 
for the reorganization committee this after- 
-noon. Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for 
plaintiffs in the action, when questioned 
this afternoon in regard to the action, de- 
clined to discuss the nature of the papers 
and gave as his reason that he was anxious 
that this proceeding should fot be made 
the medium of a stock-jobbing enterprise 
and that he would prefer to have the facts 
come out in court in the regular way. Mr, 
Bijur also declined to discuss the merits 
of the action.

Receiver Henderson Has Filed a Bill 
in Fenuity.

Washington, August 1.—The condition of 
the distressed negro colonists from Georgia 
and Alabama, who deserted the Thahualilo 
colony, in Mexico, is more deplorable than 
at first supposed. Consul Sparks, at Piedros 
Negras, telegraphs the state department 
that while rations are being furnished the 
300 colonists who have reached Eagle Pass, 
Tex., they are practically naked. The other 
300 who have not yet crossed to the United 
States have little to eat. Supscription to 
furnish these colonists with food and cloth- 
ing and transportation has been started 
and the state department has no funds for 
the purpose. Many are ill, but are receiving 
medical attention from Assistant Surgeon 
Teneyck, of the army. It is not known 
how the colonists will be cared for unless 
@ subscription is started for their relief, 
such as was done in this country, for the 
starving Russian peasants.

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A SCENE IN COURT 


Solicitor General Fite Safd the Witness 
Was Armed To Shoot Him. 


SURE ENOUGH HE HAD A WEA‘01 


Handed Over a Forty-Four Caliber Smith 
& Wesson tothe Judge—A Sensational 
Case Growing Out of Politics. 


Cartersville, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 
Geveral of the most prominent citizens of 
morth Georgia were the ficures in a sensa- 
tional court scene here today. 

The case of the state vs. Dr. T. H. Baker 
and C. H. Conyers, charged with cri:ninal 
libel, had been called for trial and was 
‘ before the court today. 

The indictment alleged that the defendants 
procured the services of Harrison Smith, 
colored, to write a letter to one of the de- 
ffendants, Dr. Baker, saying that Solicitor 
General Fite, of that circuit, who figured 
prominently in the political campaign a 
year ago, had deen to Pine Log church and 
promised the members of this colored 
church that if they would vote for Lump- 
kin. the democratic nominee for the senate, 
e@gainst Baker, the populist nominee, he, 
Fite, would pay off their church debt of 
about $90. 

The alleged letter from Smith to Baker, 
‘together with a letter from Baker to 
Bmith, was sent, it is claimed, to the At- 
lanta- Press and published by that paper 
at the request of Mr. Conyers. 

At the last term of the court the defend- 
ants were indicted, but not tried on account 
of the inability of the state to procure 
the testimony from Fermor Barrett, at the 
time editor of The Press. 

The defendants announced in court that 
they would represent themselves.and have 
mo counsel. The case proceeded. 

The state proved by Mr. Barrett that the 
letters were received by him with a letter 
from Mr. Conyers, askingthat the matter 
be published. 

Mr. Baker denied knowledge of Mr, Con- 
yer’s letter to Mr. Barrett and it was not 
proved conclusively that he did know of 
Mr. Conyer’s intention to have the matter 
published. Solicitor General Fite charged 
Baker with @having procured the negro, 
Smith, to write the first letter, but this was 
denied. Conyers admitted sending the letter 
to the Daily Press for publication, but 
ptated that he did so believing the charges 
were true against Fite. Fite denied having 
offered any inducement to the members of 
the church for their votes. 

While Baker was.on the stand making his 
statement Fite interrupted him and de- 
clared that he was stating something that 
was false and foreign to the case, The 
presiding judge told Fite to sit down. Fite 
replied that he had a right to object to 
the statement of things that were false and 
foreign to the case. The judge said he 
would fine him $100 if he did not sit-down. 

“May it please your honor,’ said Fite, 
*T do not wish to appear disrespectful to 
this court, but as long as that witness 
stands on the floor and states falsehoods 
about me with a pistol in his pocket and 
his hand on that pistol ready to shoot me 
down like an assassin right here under the 
nose of the court, I shall not sit down,”’ 

The judge called on Mr. Fite to substan- 
tiate what he was saying. If Mr. Fite would 
gmake an affidavit that the witness had a 
pistol in his pocket, the judge said he would 
make a case against him and protect Mr. 
Fite. 

Mr, Fite promptly made the affidavit and 
the judge called on Baker to produce the 
weapon if he had one. Baker promptly 
handed the judge a 44-caliber Smith & Wes- 
Bon pistol. 

There was great disorder in the court. 

At this time the other defendant was 
Been to go into a jury room and was fol- 
lowed there by an officer of the court and 
it is stated that a lot of weights used on 
scales were found deposited there.

“Berlin, July @1.—The Kissingen affair 
looks more unfavorable than ever for Louls 
Stern, of the dry goods firm of Stern 
Bros., of New York. According to 
all appearances neither the protests of 
the Americans in Kissingen nor the in- 
tercession of the United Stafes embassy 
will save him from severe punishment. 

“The most unpleasant feature of the 
affair is a complaint which has been made 
against Stern for fraud. As I informed’ 
you yesterday, the question at issue in this 
disagreeable matter concerns the age of 
voung Stern. In the official lst of guests 
he was registered by Mr. Stern as under fif. 
teen years. This, it is alleged, was done 
to save half the local tax, children under 
fifteen paying in Kissingen but half rate. 

“I learn from the United States embassy 
here that the secretary, Mr. Jackson, who 
attends to the official business during the 
ambassador's absence, had another inter- 
view with Count Lechfeld, the Bavarian 
minister in Berlin. As yet the minister 
has received no answer from Munich to 
his communication on the subject. Secre- 
tary Jackson, therefore, requested that Mr. 
Stern ether be allowed to leave Kissingen 
or be prosecuted with al] possible dispatch. 
Neveriheless, the Kissingen authorities have 
forbidden the defendant's departure, act- 
ing under paragraph 126 of the German 
criminal procedure concerning the sus- 
picion that a defendant may flee.”’ 


OPPOSED TO A GOLD STANDARD. 


Joseph F. Johnston, of Alabama, ‘Tells 
Why He Favors Free Coinage. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 1.—(Special )— 
The New York Mercury of recent date con- 
tains a communication from Capiain Joseph 
I’. Johnston, of Birmingham, in answer to 
the question, “Why I favor free 
silver ?’’ Captain J. F., Johnston is 
profoundly versed on financial and econom- 
tc questions and has perhaps as much in- 
vested in banking as has any man in the 
south. He is a democrat and a patriot, how- 
ever, and prefers to make his profits out 
of a posperous rather than a poverty-strick- 
en people. The following is his communica- 
tion: 

“I favor the free coinage of silver be- 
cause 1 am opposed to talling pr.ces for 
wages, commodities, and land and property; 
because I favor preserving the parity be- 
tween money on the one hand and property 
and labor on the other; because the aver- 
age annual increase of the world’s popula- 
tion reaches 10,000,000, and the entire pro- 
duct of both silver and gold, available for 
money purposes, would not give more than 
$15 per capita for this increase. 

“In the United States we have about $400,- 
000,000 of gold. Against this, paper money 
in the shape of treasury notes, certificates, 
national bank notes and other paper indebt- 
edness, redeemable now in gold aggres=.ie» 
nearly or quite $750,000,000. In other words, 
there are about two paper dollars now de- 
manding, or authorized to demand, gold to 
where there is one dollar to answer that 
demand. No wise man would increase this 
unequal struggle for redemption, and there- 
fore no paper currency can be had to sup- 
ply the legit:mate demand for money. 

“I oppose the gold standard because it 
would require. the world’s product of gold 
(available for money) for ten years, added 
to our own stock to pay the taxes alone 
demanded annually of the people of the 
United States. 

“No country ever prospered with a small 
circulatirg medium. The United States, 
being an undeveloped country, requires 
more money than England or France. 
There is not enough gold money in the 
world to pay the debt of the railroad com- 
panies of the United States. 

“I favor the coinage of silver because I 
believe that the very day our mints were 
opened to it every silver-producing and sil- 
ver-us.ng county in the world would com- 
mence transferring their trade to the 
United States, and that we should witness 
a tremendous development of our manufact- 
uring interests, and that the demand for 
our prcducts would bring widespread and 
lasting prosperity to our country. 

“The people of those countries would pre- 


in their own money, and not be forced to 
sell it for gold in order to settle the’r debts. 

“I favor free coinage because I believe 
it will enhance the value of our products

can be had when the producing classes can-

“I have no desire for public office, and 
as things are conducted in this state, I 
don’t suppose that I could get it if I did. 

“In my public career I have always de- 
clined to be controlled by rings and cliques, 
and it is too late now to bow to them.

I held office much longer, perhaps, 
than I deserved, and am perfectly content 
with my present private station. If I had 
been defeated by fair and honest mean§, 
and fair, honorable, decent men, I would 
not entertain a regret. Many will doubtless 
urge that I have been honored by the peo- 
ple beyond my deserts, and while I will not 
attempt to controvert that, and cordially 
express my profound gratitude to the peo-

Editorials from Cuban Newspapers on 
the Situation. 

New Orleans, August 1.—Mr. J. Nelson 
Hothamus, who is ciosely identified with 
the Cuban interests, and who is on terms 
of intimacy with the leaders, nas received 
some Spanish papers in which are contained 
interesting data about the Cuban révolu- 
tion. El sr uevio, of Puerto Principe, a ram- 
pant, red-hot government paper, which was 
formerly a defender of home rule, but under 
the influence of Rafel Montoro end other 
home rule leaders, hag turned tail and gone 
over completely to the government, speak- 
ing of the revolution and its progress says 
editorially: 

“It seems strange that the inhabitants of 
a country who enjoy more fiberty than 
our much boasted master republic, the 
United States, should rebel agaiust the good 
government Spain has given the island. The 
personal liberties enjoyed here, the taxa- 
tion of property and the conduct of the gov- 
ernment bear favorable comparison with 
that of the United States with its much 
Vaunted torm of republicanism. No one 
sees in this country, or in Spain, the labor 
riots which daily disgrace the name and 
smirch the national honor of our next-door 
neighbor. No one sees men in high sta- 
tions bargaining their honor and their infiu- 
ence for a few thousand dollars; aye, even 
to men high in government offices, who, 
spawning on the public treasury, forget the 
duties due their country and allow their in- 
satiable thirst for gold to rot their inmost 
thoughts. Lhe United States is a country of 
gold and its inhabitants, from the meanest 
to the uighest, are all gold lovers (idoljatros 
del oro), and in that ‘model country’ gold is 
the key which opens the doors to all things 
and all places. 

“As a consequence of this condition of 
things the country is in the throes of dis- 
integration, and not even their sv-cailled 
statesmen are able to pilot the unfortunate 
‘model’ republic out of its present troubles. 
The present problem in the United States is 
such that it is the laughing stock of all na- 
tions, and a more laughable scene than of 
congress during the last tariff debates can- 
not be found in the annals of history. Fur- 
thermore, while the government at Wash- 
ington endeavors to be as honest as possi- 
ble, the fear of losing this and that ccontin- 
gent of voters induces it to defer and post- 
pone all action which may injure that par- 
ticular class of men to the detriment of 
many millions, and this is caJed politics.

GONE TO BLOW UP THE SPANISH. 
To 


Thomas Carroll, of Bridgeport, 
Teach the Cubans His Secret. 
Bridgeport, Conn., August 1—Thomas Car- 
roll, of this city, has gone to Cuba under 
contract with the insurgents to furnish 
a large suppiy of a high explosive which 
he has the secret formula for making. 

It is cheaper and better for the revolu- 
tionists to make the explosive on the spot 
than to ship it from this country, and all 
the mecessary ingredients can be found 
in Cuba. Mr. Carroll said: 

“I am to be there six weeks. With fifty 
men we can blow up 1,000,000 of the best 
drilled soldiers in the world. We can put 
torpedoes under water and blow up ships 
and destroy cables. Water or dampness 
does not interfere. Under all the roads 
we can plant the explosive. 

“It can be placed in old tomato cans or 
paver cartridges and fired from guns. I 
do not know how the Cubans have planned 
their campaign, but with this high ex- 
plosive no generalship is needed. A boy 
can blow up “half the island of Cuba. The 
fevolutionists have eiven me my price 
and I.am going to provide them with the 
material.’’

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RECORD MOST REMARKABLE. 


Company C, Third Georgia Regiment, 
Has Forty Survivors. 

Penfield, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)—Twen- 
ty survivors of Company Cc Third Georgia 
regiment met here in reunion yesterday. An 
eloquent address of welcome was delivered 
by Mr. Carl Sanders, a young son of Mr. C. 
M. Sanders, who was perhaps the only pri- 
vate in Lee’s army twice complimented in 
general orders for gallantry on the field. 

Short speeches were then made by ex-Cap- 
tains Greer and Sanders and Lieutenant 
Cheney. After the speeches a splendid bar- 
becue and Brunswick stew were served by 
the citizens. 

The company has a record scarcely sur- 
passed by any company in either army. The 
company left Penfield on the 29th of April, 
1861, seventy-eight strong, under the com- 
mand of Captain, afterwards, Major, R. L. 
McWhorter, and was recruited up to one 
nundred and fifty men, of whom about forty 
are now alive. It was the first company 
of Georgia troops to cross the border of Vir- 
ginia, and was under fire nearly one hundred 
times. The company never had a man to 
desert. It never had a man shot in the 
back, nor a man court-martialed for diso- 
bedience to military law during the war; 
nor has any bill of indictment for violation 
of civil law been found against any of its 
members. The company never had a mem- 
ber captured by the enemy without first hav- 
ing been wounded until the retreat from 
Richmond to Appomattox. On this retreat 
the men were three days without food, 
fighting by day and marching by night, and 
in consequence a few became exhausted 
and were picked up by the enemy. 

Out of less than fifty members on the roll 
at ‘the surrender at Appomattox six became 
preachers of the gospel, and the remainder, 
without an exception, became honest, law- 
abiding citizens. 


THIRTY-FIVE YEARS’ GROWTH. 


The First Cork Tree That Was Ever 
Shipped in the United States. 

Sandersville, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 
About thirty-five years ago several young 
cork trees were sent here by the govern- 
ment and set out to test their adaptability 
to this climate. 

Three or four are yet living, and the larg- 
est one is in front of the Jackson house and 
is more than two feet in diameter. Last 
week it was stripped of its bark around the 
trunk under the direction of Colonel Richard 
L. Worthen, who manifests a great interest 
in trees of all varieties, and samples of the 
cork will be forwarded to the agricultural 
department at Washington, and to the At- 
lanta exposition. The bark, or cork, is two 
and a half inches thick and is good mate- 
rial.

The Horticultural Society Listened To 


Instractive- Papers. 


SEVERAL ATLANTA MEN WERE APPLAUDED . 


Suggestions of Importance Were Made by 
President Berckmans—All the Of- 
ficers Were Re-elected. 


Cuthbert, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)}—The 
first business session of the Georgia Horti- 
cultural Society was held last night. 

President Berkman read his annual re-, 
port. In this he made several important 
recommendations, which, if heeded, will 


prove of great value to ‘horticulture in 
Georgia. 

President Berkman thinks that there 
should be a state entomologist, and if not 
by a separate and distinct appointment, 
he thinks that there should at least be 
one appointed as a part of the stite ex- 
per.mental farm. He recommended the 
organ.zat.on of fruit growing associations 
jn every fruit growing section of Georgia 
for the purpose of having concert of ac- 
tion in selling fruit to the best advan- 
tage and for the purpose of educating the 
people in the kind and manner of shipping 
fruit. He also dwelt upon better shipping 
facilities. His report was full of _en- 
couragement as to what horticulture had 
done, what it is now doing and what it 
w.ll yet do for Georgia. 

‘He showed how it had come from com- 
parative obscurity in the peach business 
alone and how it ‘had outstripped all other 
States and taken first place. 

President Berkman recommended a state 
appropriation fer horticultural purposes. 
He showed where all fruit growing states 
of importance were appropriating from 
$1,000 to $15,000 annually for this purpose, 
when Georgia was appropriating nothing. 

The president's address was well received 
and was referred to a special committee. 

A Paper by Mr. Johnson. 

The next paper read was by Mr. R. P. 
Johnson, of Smithville, Ga., on ‘‘Woman in 
Horticulture.” This paper clearly demon- 
strated that this branch of industry af- 
forded many opportunities for women; that 
many were taking active interest in its 
welfare and prospering in it. 

Mr. Johnson recommended that a text 
book on horticulture be adopted and taught 
in the public schools in Georgia and that 
each school, or at least one in a county, 
be required to have a small experimental 
farm or garden surrounding the school 
so that the pupils could be brought up 
theoretically and practically in this branch. 

The next paper was read by Mr. Hugh 
N. Starnes, of the Georgia experimental 
station, upon “Grape Pruning and Train- 
ing.”’ 

Mr. @®$Starnes illustrated ‘this papér by 
drawings. It was an exhaustive treatment 
of the subject, full of information and 
demonstrated clearly that he knew what 
he was talking about. 

This Morning’s Session. 

At this morning’s session the following 
interesting papers were read: 

‘Winter Gardening in the South,” by 
Professor J. 8S. Newman, of Atlanta; “A 
Few Lessons of the Year,” by Mr. G. H. 
(Miller, of Rome; “Necessity of Preserving 
Our Forests,” by Mr. H. €. Hammond, of 
Beech Island, South Carolina; “‘The Pear 
Industry of South Georgia,” by Mr. B. W.

TEMPERANCE MEETING. 


There Was a Splendid Session and 
Fine Discussions. 

Rome, Ga., August 1.—(Special,)—The af- 
ternoon session of the district temperance 
conference was taken up largely by reports 
of committees. Dr. Gambrell introduced a 
resolution to the effect that ministers and 
Sunday school superintendents assist in 
circulating petitions for the passage of 
the anti-barroom bill. Rev. C. M. Verdue 
added a resolution that all ministers preach 
one sermon at least advocating the passage 
of the anti-barroom bill before the close of 
the year. Senator Boyd offered a resolu- 
tion memorializing the October convention 
to change its name from the prohibition 
league to the anti-saloon league of Geor- 
gia. A. J. Shropshire, of Fulton, doubted 
the wisdom of attempting the passage of 
the bill by the present legislature. He is 
president of the Atlanta league and knows 
something of politics. He thought the bill 
should prohibit the manufacture, sale or 
giving away of liquor in the state, Colonel 
D. B. Hamilton differed with Mr. Shrop- 
shire. He believed in an aggressive cam- 
paign, and that they should appeal fo the 
present legislature in such terms as would 
influence the selection of succeeding legisla- 
tures. Captain Reneau, of Fulton, agreed 
with both in part, and believed in doing all 
that could be done now, and if failure 
came to them they could try for a better 
legislature next time. Major Foute, of Bar- 
tow, was in favor of educating the people 
up to temperance, léaving no stone unturned 
to secure the desired end. Mr. Hughes, of 
Oglethorpe, believed in beginning the fight 
at once and keeping it up until the battle 
was won. Mr. DeLoach, of Fulton, said 
$50 per month from this convention was all 
that was needed to whip the fight, and 
moved that more action be taken on this 
line. Resolutions urging the passage of 
the bill were offered by Senator Boyd and 
unanimously adopted. 


THREE BULLETS FOR GARRETT. 


His Comrade Shot Him Down and Is 
Now Fleeing. 


Rome, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)—News has 
reached the city of a bloody shooting af- 
fray at Round Mountain, which occurred 
yesterday. ; 

John Groover and Henry Garrett, two 
young white men of that place, were walk- 
ing along the public road when they quar- 
reled about some trivial matter.

The Demented Clergyman Found Dy- 
ing on the Rails. 
Washington, August 1.—A letter received 
at police headquarters from the superin- 
tendent of constabulary at Glasgow. 
Scotland, apparently clears up the myster- 
lous disappearance of the Rev. Dana Dav- 
enport, a young Episcopal clergyman, the 
son of Rev. Mr. Davenport, of Anacostua, 
@ suburb of Washington. The letter stated 
that on July 2th, a young man was found 
lying on the tracks of the Caledonian rail- 
way, at a town five miles from Glasgow. 
He was badly injured and died on that 
day. He was able to say, however, that he 
was Dana Davenport, a medical student 
of Washington, U. 8S.

CURED BY MADSTONES, 


A Virginin Cotrespondent Tells of 
Some Remarkable Results. 

Cuscowilla, Va., July 29.—In The Sun I 
read an article about a madstone, copied 
from The Memphis Commercial-Appeal, 
which was interesting to me because of the 
fame of the Pointer madstone in my boy- 
hood. It was owned by old Mr. Tom 
Pointer, and the marvelous cures wrought 
by this stone were well known. Colonel 
John Wimbish, of Halifax county, now 
very old and an inmate of the Lee camp of 
Confederate Veterans, has on several oc- 
casions told me of wonderful cures wrought 
by the Pointer madstone. He told also 
that the late Dr. Granville Craddock, early 
in hig life as a practitioner of medicine, 
made great sport of the madstone. Dr. 
Craddock was in ttts day as celebrated as 
&@ physician as perhaps any man in Virgin- 
la. After some years, however, D-. Crad- 
dock became fully coOnvMiced that the mad- 
stone was a panacea in all cases of bites 
of rabid dogs or poisonous reptiles or in- 
sects. This I know to be true, and I will 
tell what I have had under my own ex- 
perience. 

My father had a madstone, and I now 
have it. The first use I had for it was in 
the case of a little negro girl, my slave, 
in 1863. I had a very elegant bird dog, a 
red Irish setter. He was unusually intel- 
ligent and perfectly good tempered. Sud- 
denly he began to show temper, and to bite 
the other dogs that came about him. and 
finally he seized this little girl and bit her 
‘hand severely. Mr. Moore, a refugee from 
Hampton, was living with me, and he said 
that the dog was mad. I told him of the 
madstone, and he sat by the girl for sever- 
al hours, applying the stone. It would stick 
until fully charged with the virus and then 
drop off, when he would drop in into tepid 
water, and it would emit the poison, which 
would rise to the top. This treatment en- 
tirely relieved the child, the wounds healed 
promptly and she is now a healthy woman 
with a family of thirteen children. Never 
having seen a rabid dog, I chained the set- 
ter up to watch the result. I found that 
he had no fear of water. He would douse 
his head into the bucket and try to drink, 
but from the swollen condition of his 
tongue or paralysis of the throat, I do 
net. know which, he could not drink. I 
kept him for several days, until it became 
so painful to me to see his sufferings that I 
killed. him. I will state further that he 
never failed to recognize me at any time, 
and I do not believe that there was a time 
while I kept him that he would have bitten 
me, for he was always glad to have me 
near him. 

My next use of the stone was on a thor- 
oughDred mare. My stableman saw her 
bitten by a moccasin snake, which he killed 
at once. He led the mare straight to the 
house and showed me where she was bit- 
ten. I shaved the hair off, and there were 
piainly visible two small punctures where 
the fangs struck. I applied the madstone 
to each wound, and there was instant re- 
lief, for there was not the slightest swell- 
ing on her leg the next morning. 

The next time I had occasion to use it 
was on my son. When a little barefoot 
boy he stuck a rusty nail into his heel. The 
wound became very much inflamed, and 
threw him into a fever. I sent for Dr. 
Robert D. Buskervill, at that day perhaps 
the most learned medical man in our re- 
gion. “Te staid with him for forty-eight 
hours trying to produce Suppuration from 
the wound. Before lying down for a little 
much-needed rest the second night, Dr 
Buskervill told me that he saw marked 
evidences of tetanus, and that he had great 
fears for the little fellow. I sat by his 
bedside alone. He was in great agony and 
tossed from side to side constantly. Why 
it was I dg not know, Sut at’ about 3 
o'clock I thought of the madstone. I had 
never heard of its use in such a case, but 
concluded that it would certainly do no 
harm to try it. I got it, and with the sharp 
point of my knife picked out the hard 
black scab from the wound and touched 
a corner of the madstone to it. It stuck 
like a leech, and within half an hour the 
child was in a calm sleep. He awoke re- 
freshed and almost free from fever and 
was well in a short time. I lent the stone 
Eppes, an intelligen 
reputable physician.

Plants Grown by Electricity at Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stations. 


STARTLING EFFECTS OF ARTIFICIAL LIGHT 


There May Be Many Harvests in One Sum- 
mer,and Forests Mey Be Made To 
Spring Up in a Few Months. 


From the New York Herald. 

Probably the most interesting of the many 
miracles which scientific men are learning 
to perform by aid of electricity is the 
artific'al growth of plants, technically 
known as electriculture or electro-horticul- 
ture. This is as yet a new science, and lit- 
tle has been told the public concerning it. 
Interesting experiments in these lines are 
now being carried on at several ef the 
experiment stations of the department of 
agriculture. , 

East Indian jugglers have excited the 
curiosity of the world by their miraculous 
creations of certain plants, which they 
cause to spring up from seeds in a few 
secends. ‘Whether these adepts are con- 
versant with the stimulating effects of 
electricity upon vegetable life, and wheth- 
er they use the electric flu‘d in these 
tricks, is yet to be solved. It is, however, 
a fact that agricultural experts in this 
country are growing plants much more 
rapidly than nature herself, although no 
lightning flash juggleries have yet been 
accomplished. 

The agricultural experiment stations are 
testing several different systems of electro- 
culture. One of these is the direct appl-- 
cation of electricity, furnished by a dyna- 
mo, to the plant itself and to the soil in 
which it grows. Another is the distribu- 
tion of atmospheric electricity among plants 
by a similar method. Still other tests are 
being made with both are and incandescent 
electric lights for supplying sunlight, so to 
speak, at night. The first mentioned ex- 
periments are being carried on by Profes- 
sor C. D. Warner, of the experiment sta- 
tion at Amherst, Mass. Professor Warner 
has prepared two plots of ground, side by 
side, each six to twenty feet long. To 
compare plants grown by electric aid with 
those raised according to the natural 
method one of the experimental gardens 
is furnished with electricity and the other 
without it. The soil is of a rich loam, 
and that of the electric garden is sur- 
rounded with a timber frame, on which 
are arranged numerous porcebain insula- 
tors, a few inches apart, holding a con 
tinuous uncovered copper wire. This cop- 
per wire crosses the garden as many times 
as there are insulators on either side. The 
whole framework thus fitted looks like 
the string frame of a large piano. 

The wires are covered with earth to the 
depth of two inches, and in both gardens 
various vegetables have been planted from 
time to time. These plants were s0 ar- 
raiuged that the rows in the electric garden 
were continuations of those of the non- 
electrizt, in order that the contrast of de- 
velopment might be more easily noted. 
The wires are all fed from a small build- 
ing containing the necessary machinery, 
After applying currents of various 
strengths it was found tnat a certain flow 
cf eléétficity through the electric garden 
preduced strange results. Many varieties 
of seeds sprouted much more rapidly and 
many plants blossomed much earlier than 
in the other. Roots of certain vegetables 
and the tops of others were found to be 
greatly enlarged under this process. In 
fact, all plants were found to be stimu- 
lated by a current of a certain strength. 
The physiological effect of electricity upon 
plants, although not yet definitely under- 
stood, is probably similar to that experi- 
enced by the human anatomy or by the 
animal tissues. Electricity is applied to 
paralytics because it stimulates the nerves 
and muscles, just as exercise does. A 
strong current is used to remove superfiu- 
ous hair, while, according to latest reports, 
a milder current will produce hair on bald 
heads. In the same way an electric current 
too strong will destroy plant-ilife, while a 
milder one enhances its growth. There is 
also the theory that the electricity pro- 
duces a chemical effect upon the soil or 
the surrounding atmosphere, rather than 
a direct effect upon the plants. 

At the Ithaca, N. Y., experiment station 
Professor Bailey, by aid of electric lights 
burned all night in greenhouses, makes 
plant life work “over time’’—that is, he 
forces plants to do both day work and 
night work without a moment of “sleep.” 
Sunlight, as well as atmosphere and water, 
is necessary for a plant's development. 
The electric light resembles sunlight in its 
composition more than does any other arti- 
ficial light. It is the 2ommon theory that 
plants grow mosily at night, making use 
of the air, water, sunlight and. other mate- 
rials which they have received during the 
day, when the sun is shining. It is gen- 
erally believed, therefore, that they need 
rest, just as animals need rest for the build- 
ing up of the tissues worn out during the 
day. Professor Bailey, nowever, does not 
theliqve that plants ne2d rest in the same 
sense that animals do. Plants have sim- 
ply acquired the habit of gathering nour- 
ishment ard using it at different times, be- 
cause rature has divided the day into light 
and darkness, and because it is better to 
“make hay while the sun shines,” and to 
use it at night when there is nothing else 
to do. There appears tu Professor Bailey 
to be no reason why plants cannot grow 
in full light. In the arctic regions, where 
the year is divided into one long day and 
one long night, plants grow continuously, 
as conditions require. Now, if electric ight 
enables plants to acquire stimulaticn dur- 
ing the night and does not interfere with 
growth, it will cause them to grow to a 
greater size. 

Artificial light is found to produce 
much the same effect upon plants as does 
sunlight, only in a smaller degree. If a 
ray from an electric are light be thrown 
through a prism it will separate into vari- 
ous cofors, as will a ray of sunlight. The 
arc light contains more violet rays than 
sunlight, but has less orange rays, which 
latter are very valuable to plants. By using 
an amber globe over the arc light, there- 
fore, its rays become more like sunlight. 
Professor Bailey has experimented both 
with a naked arc light and with one cov-

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Rewards for Inventors. 

A very early case in which the work of 
an inventor was rewarded is recorded, says 
Engineering, by the celebrated Italian 
philosopher Jerome Cardan, In his work 
“De Subtilitate,” which first appeared in 
1558, he speaks of an artificer of Brixelendum 
who had invented, among other ingeni- 
ous devices. a machine for sifting or bolt- 
ing flour for which he had obtained a priv- 
ilege from Caesar. Brixelendum, or, as it 
appears in some of the later editions of 
the book, Brixelansef, is probably the same 
as Brixellum, now Bresello or Bregella, a 
town in Italy on the Po. The Caesar re- 
ferred to would appear to have been the 
emperor Charles V, who held very enlight- 
ened views on government, which, un- 
fortumately, this stommy reign preventet 
being carried into effect to any considerabie 
extent. 

Quoting from the French edition of 1566, 
Cardan explains that he alludes to the in- 
vention ‘“‘in order that men may wunder- 
stand how it is possible to acquire great 
riches by little things, provided that they 
are ingenious.’’ (This sentence reads very 
like some productions that we come across 
in our own days.) 
bakers have this instrumem for their protit 
and that the inventor has the privilege of 
Caesar that no one can have it without 
his consent, he is so busy that in a brief 
time he has built a house.’’ Cardan gives a 
sketch of the machine, which comprises 
a casing inclosing an inciined sieve provided 
with a knocking device operated by a hand- 
wheel outside the casing, The earliest au- 
thentic cases of the grant of patents in 
England date from 1560. They are discussed 
in articles in Engineering, vol.  xxxvii, 
pages 84 and 773, the former treating of 
the introduction of the manufacture of 
hard white soap, the latter of saltpeter 
into this country. 

The first recorded instance of reward to 
an inventor occurs in the same year, when 
Jacobus Acontius, of ‘rent, was granted 
an annuity of $60, apparently as a resuit of 
his petition in the preceding year for the 
issue of a prohibition against the usage, 
without his consenf, of his discovery of 
wheel machines for grinding or bruising, 
and furnaces for dyers and brewers, It ap- 
pears that a few years afterwards he re- 
ceived a patent also.

Yokohama, Japan, July 9.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence.)—Japan, for a short visit, is a 
delightful place. There are many strange 
things and many queer sights. The people 
are interesting, the scenery beautiful; every- 
thing is quaint and novel to the senses of 
an American. But it is not the place for 
a young man to live and grow up in ways 
that would be acceptable at home as emi- 
nently proper. 

You know Americans are given to doing 
in Rome as the Romans do, and how they 
do do in Japan! Well, it is sufficient to 
say that morality, as we construe it in the 
good old south, is totally foreign to Japan; 
and by some unintelligible course of reasot- 
ing the average American in Japan has 
constructed the tariff laws of the country 
that there is a prohibition duty 
idea of morality into 


to mean 
upon bringing his 
Japan with him. 

Life to him in Japan is one of luxury 
and revel. To the foreign resident it is 
luxury, ease, dollars and revel. He is 
here for the dollar, but how soon he com- 
bines other things with efforts at gain is 
only realized by him who is here to see. 

Many a stout young human ship has 
founderei upon these lovely shores. The at- 
tractions are many; of restraints there are 
none, and so it goes. 

It was only four weeks ago that a sailing 
vessel cast anchor in the harbor. She 
had come from New York, through the 
Suez canal, and had been four months out. 
On her was a bright young fellow who 
had been wild at home and whose father 
had sent him out here ona sailing vessel 
to reform him. The good old gentleman, 
with no knowledge of Japan, had conceived 
the idea that Japan was a country in which 
a boy could not be wild if he would. 

He did not know that in Yokohama Amer- 
ican bars are plentiful, mean American 
whisky abundant, and that the average 
citizen drinks from five to fifteen cocktails 
daily, not to speak cf whisky and sodas 
and wines by the gallon. And champagne 
—more champagne is consumed each day. 
at dinner in one of the hotels here than 
is drunk at any cafe in New York in two 
days. 

Well, the boy made for the bar the mo- 
ment he had registered and with a cock- 
tail away he started upon the broad road 
of Japanese life. 

To the youth the life of Japan is a fas- 
cination. There’s the teahouse—that muod- 
est and innocent looking little furnitureless 
feature of Japan, where the Japanese dain- 
ties are served in a lacquered tray on the 
matted floor, where the cute little maid 
feeds you with her chopsticks, while anoth- 
er pours the warm sake into the cups and 
with bows and “O sake eppai oagari nasi,”’ 
makes you feel that you must do her the 
honor to drink to her; where beside you 
sit the dreamy looking maids strumming 
samisens, while the geishas perform their 
modest little dance peculiar to Japan and 
Japan only. 

To the practical minded and aged this 
thing is very much of a bore, but to the 
gayly disposed youth, and some of more 
matured age, there seems to be fascination 
about it which draws them into a repeti- 
tion night after night, and from the tea- 
house of the “four hundred” they drop to 
that of the bowery, where the “John Ke- 
no” and kindred abandoned dances are 
performed. 

Japan! It is the youth’s ruin: the roue’s 
paradise. 

Morality! Yes, there is morality in Japan, 
but the average foreigner doesn’t come in 
contact with it. Yet it must be recognized 
that the Japanese ideas of morality—I mean 
among the ordinary people—and the Ameri- 
can ideas do not tally. 

There was a time when people went 
naked about the streets of the cities. But 
since 1872 there has been a law against 
nudity in the cities, and now you see no 


‘ Mude ones in the cities. though many with 


loin garments composed of no more cloth 
than is centained in an ordinary pocket 
handkerchief. In the country you now see 
man with but nature’s garments and women 
with but a low cloth, while on the seashore 
and at the public baths, you see men, 
women and chiidren al] bathing together 
in nature’s bathing suits. It seems perfect- 
ly natural to them, and after all, is it not 
more natural to them than some of the 
costumes we see in the surf at Atlantic 
City, and other places, are to us. 
Speaking of nudity among the Japanese, 
genuine surprise has been created among 
fore'gners in Japan at the Japanese criti- 
cism upon a painting ‘n the art gallery 
of the Kioto exposition~—a nude Caucasiin 
woman. It was painted by a Jananese 
student in one of the art schools of Paris. 
Many Japanese profess to be shocked at 
its nudity and have criticised the exposi- 
ton managers for displaying it; all of 
wh-ch, coming from a people who in sum- 
mer go naked and are not ashamed, and 
whose men and women bathe together and 
yet are not immodest, is very strange,

| By the way, Japan is the cheapest place 
on earth for clothing. You can have the 

finest linen shirts made here for 22 yen a 
dozen—$1l in our money. Suits that Ameri- 
can tailors charge from #0 to $60 for can 
be got here for 20 and 2% yen, wh‘le sum- 
mer suits of white and striped flannels 
and blue serge cost but 10 yen. You must, 
however, have a suit for them to copy if 
you want a perfect fit. They can copy 
anything accurately but rarely get your 
order correct from a description. How- 
ever, with the best of grace and humor 
they will make another suit if the first 
attempt happens’ not to be correct. 

The same way with shoemakers. For 
one-half of the price you pay at home 
they will duplicate your shoe, using 
leather imported from e‘ther the United 
States or France. 

Yet with the great influx of travelers 
things are rapidly growing more expen- 
s.ve in Japan. The Japanese shopkeeper 
is ‘learning the difference in value of our 
money and his and when you tell him an 
article priced you at $10 is high he will 
answer. ‘That’s but $ in your money.” 

All United States seems to be making 
a rush upon Japan just now. It reminds 
one of the great rush into Oklahoma when 
that territory was thrown open. The globe 
trotter, it Is true, predominates, but there 
are hundreds of Americans out here on all 
sorts of lays. Every big manufacturing 
concern in the United States seems to have 
an agent tn Japan. Then there are hun- 
dreds of adventurers who are out to pick 
up anything that comes in sight. But the 
Jap is too shrewd not to see the good 
things himeseif. 

There is one Japanese lawyer here who 
is a graduate of both English and Ameri- 
can law schools and who makes a special- 
ty of commercial law. He handles nearly 
all the business of the large exporting 
houses and his income from ‘h‘s practice 
is said to be more than $100,000 annually. 
About the only opening in the professional 
line I have seen in Japan is for several 
shrewd American lawyers. There are one 
or two English lawyers in Yokohama 
whose incomes are large, but no regular 
practicing American lawyers. 

When :t is known that 'ie ‘™er'can 
and BPnglish exporting and importing 
houses here do millions of dollars of busi- 
ness annually, out of which much litiga- 
tion grows, the extent of the commercial 
law business can be imagined. 

Speak:ng of the exporting business of 
Japan, the silk exportations alone amount 
to $60,000,000 (silver), neariy all of which 
is purehased by the foreign exporting 
houses. 

To Japan silk raising is her most profit- 
able industry. One of the Japanese papers 
gives the cost of producing a bale of raw 
silk at $362.50 (s.lver), while its selling 
price in Yokohama today is $800. 

Some Statistics of Japan. 


The Japanese government has just is- 
sued a book of statistics on things Japa- 
nese, Which contains some very interesting 
facts. 

It shows the population of Japan to be 
41,638,313. ‘Ithese are divided into three 
classes—nobles, samourai, or the soldier 
class, and the common people. Of the first 
there are 3,905, of the second, 2,000,000, and 
the remainder are of the third class, ein- 
bracing farmers, merchants and working 
people generally. 

It shows Tokio, the capital, to be the 
largest city, with a population of 1,214,113; 
Osaka next, with 482,961; Kioto, 317,270; Na- 
g0Oya, 194,796; Kobe, a treaty port, 153,382; 
Yokohama, the principal treaty port, 152,461, 
and so on. 

A table in the publication gives the total 
number of inhabitants of every age from 
under one year to 109 years of age. Un- 
der one year of age the number is given at 
1,046,875, between one and two, at 1,009,620, 
and so on, slightly decreasing in number 
with each year of age up to 109, of which 
age one is given. Between the ages of 
100 and 109 the total is put at ninety-eight, 
of which seventy-four are females. 

The table shows a total of 2,343,186 be- 
tween sixty and seventy years of age. Be- 
tween seventy and eighty it gives 1,082,063; 
between eighty and ninety it gives 218,78); 
between ninety and one hundred it gives 
7,876, and over one hundred 98. 

This would indicate that the Japanese 
are a long-lived race, due perhaps to their 
simple diet and general simplicity of life, 
combined with extreme personal cleanli- 
ness. 

The death rate for 1893 is given at 8.46. 
At the end of December, 1893, there were 
$9,633 foreigners resident in Japan, of which 
9145 are Americans and 1,787 English. 

In January, 188, Japan had $10,596,005 in- 
vested in cotton manufactories, which pro- 
duced 14,000,000 pounds of manufactured 
goods and employed 38,580 operatives. These 
mills consumed 84,660 tons of coal an- 
nually. 

Among the many figures given are the 
salaries paid to all classes of skilled la- 
borers. In this list is included journalists, 
or reporters and editors, who receive in 
Tokio an awerage of 30 sen a day, while 
in other sections of Japan they receive but 
20 sen. 

Printers get 45 sen a day in Tokio and 
from 20 to 30 in other places. 

In 1893 the postal and telegraphic receipts 
of Japan amounted to 6.518,913 yen, while 
the expenditures were 4,499,027 yen. 

On the 30th of September, 1894, Japan had 
2,039 miles of railroad, of which the gov- 
ernment owned 557.61. wince then the gov- 
ernment has constructed 422 miles and pri- 
vate companies 267 miles, while something 
like 5300 miles more are planned for con- 
struction. The 2,039 miles were construct- 
ed and equipped at a cost of 89,718,880 yen, 
or Mexican dollars. 

For the year ending September 30, 1594, 
the total railroad receipts were $11,594,474 
(silver), while the expenditures were %4,977,- 
343, or a net profit of $6,617,131. 

Thc total receipts of that portion of the 
railroads owned by the government 
amounted to $5,384,455, while the expendi- 
tures were $1,942,376, showing the expenses 
in proportion to receipts to be but 36.07 per 
cent. 

in the railroads owned by  pri- 
vate corporaticns the expenditures proved 
48 87 per cent of the receipts. 

The receipts of the Tokio street railroad 
in 1893 amounted to $184,849, while its ex- 
penditures were $104,117. 

There are over 200,000 jinrickishas in use 
in Japan. 

At the close of 1893 the banking capital of 
Japan amounted to $62,916,100, with a re- 
serve of $24,275,268. The average profits of 
the banks amount to 16.57 per cent and 
the average dividends declared 11.69 per 
cent. The total deposits December 31, 1893, 
were $69,843,919. 

There are nearly 30,000 public schools in 
Japan with more than 4,000,000 pupils. 

In the year 1892 there were 7,240 suicides 
and 1,043 homicides in Japan. Suicides, or 
hari-kari, are very common in the orient. 
July seems to be the favorite month for 
the Jap to commit hari-Kari. 

The total number of persons imprisoned 
in the 164 penitentiaries of Japan January, 
1393, were 76,057. : 

Japan's Climate. 

The climate of Japan is as impetuous as 
the people. For instance, I found May 
much warmer than June. On the 2d and 
3d of July an overcoat was necessary to 
comfort, On the 4th one could only be 
comfortable in the thinnest of garments. 
From now until the first of September it 
will be very warm. The hot weather came 
in, all of a sudden, on the night of July

The Jap Knows Something Himself.

Then there are 
nearly twice as many resident English 
and many French, Germans and other for- 
eigners. Among them is a fair percentage 
of physicians, some of: whom are as good 
as can be found anywhere. In Yokohama 
alone are two American practicing physi- 
claus besides a half dozen English and 
Germans, and several score of skilled Jap- 
anese practitioners. 

In the medical department of the Impe- 
rial university at Tokio are several of 
the most eminent of German physicians 
employed for a few years at very large 
salaries... Then there are many Japanese 
physicians who have been educated abroad 
and who know their business, besides thou- 
sands of graduates of the Imperial univer- 
sity. Indeed, the Jap physician ranks with 
his foreign colleague, and fm several cases 
I have known foreigners to call them in 
preference to their own countrymen. 

So it is with dentists. While there are 
American and English dentists heré, the 
Japs are equally skilled and proficient. 

Speaking of the skill of the Japanese sur- 
geons, an English military surgeon who 
followed the Japanese army from the cap- 
ture of Port Arthur to the fall of Wei-Hal- 
Wei, told me that no army was ever pro- 
vided with a more efficient corps of sur- 
geons or a better organized Red Cross §So- 
ciety. 

The cholera epidemic which broke out 
among the troops at Port Arthur has been 
admirably handled. This frightful disease 
is also being well handled in Japan. 
Though, through the returning of the army, 
it has been spread all over Japan, still, by 
skillful handling, it has been kept in check 
to a eertain extent. 

Several years ago, during a cholera epi- 
demic in Japan, people died on the streets. 
Dead bodies were to be seen anywhere. 
Not so now. In New York itself an epi- 
demic of cholera could not be more skill- 
fully managed than it is now being handled 
in Tokio. E. W. BARRETT. 


A QUESTION OF STYLE. 


Curious Tale of a Check Claimed Teo 
Have Been Written Wrong. 

A possessory warrant was taken out 
yesterday afternoon before Justice of the 
Peace Foute by Mrs. R. E. Hirvey, and 
the paper required the delivery of a certain 
lot of furniture that was held by Mr. J. R. 
Bizzelle. 

The story goes that Mrs. Hirvey has been 
boarding at the residence of Mr. Bizzelle 
for quite a long time and that she de- 
termined on yesterday to move her furni- 
ture to another boarding house. Drays 
were employed to move the goods, but when 
they put in an appearance and the negroes 
undertook to load the furniture on the 
wagons, it is claimed by Mrs. Hirvey that 
Mr. Bizzelle entered a vigorous protest to 
the removal of the goods. He claimed that 
he would not let them be taken from the- 
house until a board bill amounting to 
$47.50 was paid. 

Mrs. Hirvey claims that she had given the 
landlord a check for this amount, which 
he does not deny, He claims, however, 
that the signature to the check was pur- 
posely written in such a manner that the 
officers of the bank refused to cash it. The 
lady has a good account at the bank upon 
which the check was drawn, but the paying 
teller would not cash the check because it 
was not written in the manner in which 
Mrs. HirveyY generally writes checks. As 
soon as Mr. Bizzelle was refused the money 
on the check he immediately returned to 
the house and informed his bearder that 
the furniture must not be moved. , 

Mrs. Hirvey then appeared before Jystice 
of the Peace Foute and had a possessory 
warrant taken out against Mr, Bizzelle. 
The paper was served and the goods were 
allowed to be loaded on the drays and 
taken away. Mrs. Hirvey claims that she 
did not attempt to take advantage of Mr. 
Bizzelle by writing her name in an unusual 
way and she was surprised that the bank 
failed to cash it. On the other hand Mr. 
Bizzelle says that the check was not in- 
tended to be cashed, and the goods were 
going to be removed without the bill being 
paid. 

It was a stormy scene that was enacted 
at the house after Mrs, Hirvey left to take 
out the warrant, and the drayman says 
that Mr. Bizzelle rushed at him with a 
pistol and threatened to kill him if he 
loaded the furniture on the wagon. The 
negro was thoroughly alarmed and hurried 
to Judge Foute’s office and swore out a 
warrant against Bizzelle, charging him 
with pointing a pistol at him. The warrant 
was served later in the afternoon. 

Took Exceptions to a Remark. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. F. C. Helmes 
swore out a peace warrant against her 
husband, F. C. Helmes, and a bailiff of 
Judge Foute’s court was detailed to arrest 
Helmes. Later in the day Helmes was 
arrested and was brought before Judge 
Foute. 

The charges preferred against him by his 
wife were that he had been drinking a 
great deal of late and that on Wednesday 
night he had reached home in a drunken 
condition and ordered her to leave the 
place. She states that she has been badly 
mistreated and as her life has been threat- 
ened by her husband she thought it best to 
have him placed under a peace bond. 

When Helmes was brought into court 
for trial he had a large quid of tobacco in 
one side of his mouth. He told the justice 
that his jaw was in a bad condition, and 
Judge Foute remarked that Helmes had 
injured it by drinking too much Marietta 
street whisky. The answer of Judge 
Foute seemed to greatly incense him, and 
he swore that he could not be tried before 
that court, and believing that the judge 
was prejudiced against him asked that a 
change of venue be given him. Judge Foute 
sent the case over to Judge Bloodworth, 
where it was postponed until Saturday 
morning at ll o’clock. 

Helmes is an ex-policeman, and for a 
long time was in good circumstances. After 
he left the force it is claimed that he has 
been drinking.

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Editor Constitution: If an editor chooses 
to garble, distort, pervert and misrepre- 
gent my political utterances, I make no 
complaint; the right to do so possibly lies 
within the province of his discretion or 
taste; but when, as in your Sunday paper, 
he injects my private business into the 
discussion silence is no longer becoming. 
It frequently happens that when a con- 
troversialist is doubtful of his ability to 
answer the arguments of his adversary he 
attempts to weaken their force by personal 
reflections on him. In the first of your 
numerous strictures upon my interview 
you assured the public that I was elected 
to congress my first time on the platform 
of the farmers’ alliance, intending that 
every one should infer that [ had at one 
time advocated their subtreasury scheme. 
You were afterwards kind enough at my re- 
quest to correct the statement. Now you 
notify the public that I am a money lender 
and an investor in stocks and bonds.What 
relevance that statement, even if true, has 
to the subject matter of the discussion, 
unless to stir up the prejudices of the 
ignorant against me personally and thereby 
diminish the force of my argument, I am 
unable to perceive. If you mean to teach 
the doctrine that when a man by industry 
and enterprise has accumulated sufficient 
money to lend and to invest in 
stocks and bonds, he ought no 
longer to be believed and trusted, you 
ought to cast off your disguise and teach 
it boldly. “Sincerity,”’ whether “misguid- 
ed”’ or not, is a virtue to be admired. 

You say of me: “Judge Lawson lends 
money and probably has the bulk of his 
investments in stocks and bonds. Nine- 
tenths of his constituents are producers and 
manufacturers. What is to the pecuniary 
interest of the judge under our present 
financial system is diametrically opposed 
to the interest of the producer and manu- 
facturer. Judge Lawson’s policy nelps the 
hoarded dollars—the dollars that are in- 
veeted in stocks and bonds—that add ficti- 
tious wealth to the country at the expense 
of the producer and manufacturer.” Such 
an appeal to ignorance and prejudice better 
becomes a two-by-four demagugue than a 
great newspaper whose mission is to teach 
sound doctrine and right conduct. Do you 
believe money lending and investments in 
stocks and bonds to be immoral and un- 
patriotic? Don’t you know that more 
tran three-fourths of the business of this 
country is done on credit, and that every 
act of crediting is an actual loan, or the 
equivalent of a loan of money? Without 
the ability somewhere to grant credit to 
the industrious poor and the sagacious pro- 
moters of useful enterprises and industries, 
what individual could advance his for- 
tune in the world? With no whe 
to invest in stocks and bonds who could 
build railroads, factories, furnaces, steam- 
ships, telegraph lines and conduct the 
thousand other industries that promote the 
civilization and multiply the comforts and 
refinements of mankind? These agencies 
constitute the leverage that moves tie 
world, and do you believe that the money 
which keeps them in motion, scattering 
beneficence everywhere—is idle or “‘hoarded 
money;’’ that it “adds fictitious wealth to 
the country at the expense of the producers 
and manufacturers?” Do you believe that 
the security and profitable use of the money 
invested in these institutions is ‘“‘diametri- 
cally opposed to the interests of the pro- 
ducers and manufacturers?’ If you be- 
lieve these things you have studied political 
economy and your own environment to lit- 
tle purpose. 

Inasmuch as no individual possesses capi- 
tal sufficient to create and conduct these 
great enterprises small sums of money, 
gathered from all sources, and often from 
the purses of the poor, are aggregated and 
employed in projecting railroad and other 
instrumentalities by 
of industry, invention, education, Chris- 
tianity and of a high order of civilization 
are diffused throughout the world. Stocks 
and bonds do but represent and evidence 
these small sums thus employed, but the 
money itself is not idle; it is manifest in 
every throbbing pulse of steam and elec- 
tricity that moves these enormous agen- 
cies. Again, whence comes the prosperity 
of the money lenders but from the pros- 
perity of his debtor? Do you not know 
that when business of all kinds is most 
buoyant and hopeful, that when the country 
is on a “boom,” there is a demand for 
all his money at high rates of interest, 
and that when business is depressed and 
languishing the demand for his money 
fails off or ceases altogether? And yet 
ignoramuses and demagogues teach the 
people that bankers and capitalists bring on 
financial distress for the purpose of in- 
creasing their profits, that these shrewd 
operators in money are insane enough to 
dry up the very sources of their wealth, 
and many, alas! are credulous enough to 
believe them. I speak of the business rela- 
tions of bankers and capitalists with the 
people, not with the government. Do you 
not kmow that the owner of stocks and 
bonds can prosper only as the institutions 
in which his investments lie prosper and 
that these can prosper only as the great 
producing classes prosper? What would be- 
come of the railroads, manufacturers, min- 
ers, merchants, professional men, newspa- 
pers, etc., were the producers, who furnish 
the materials and support of their business 
to irrecoverably fail? He ts the groundsill 
af the en#ire swWperstructure and whgt 
would become of him were these other 
things to fail? He would, of course, relapse 
into a semi-civilized condition. Both reason 
and experience teach that the prosperity of 
any legitimate and lawful occupation in- 
ures to the improved condition of all others; 
that while each may experience differing 
degrees of improvement and declension, the 
same vicissitudes of fortune affect them all 
alike. Your editorial teaches a contrary 
doctrine, and without meaning to be offen- 
sive I think that you ought to quit writing 
such doctrine or else label it as one of “Tn- 
cle Remus’s” jokes, that your readers may 
a net Aa _y not serious.

Colonel F. Foster on Miseegenation. 

Madison, Ga., July 29.—Editor Constitu- 
tion—In your issue of the 28th appeared a 
special from Athens under the headlines, 
“Caused a Sensation—Judge Hutchins Re 
buked Colonel Foster for Remarks on Mis- 
cegenation.” . While the special does not 
accurately set forth what took place on 
the trial of the case therein mentioned, still 
I should have Jet it pass unnoticed were it 
not for the use of the ‘Word miscegenation 
in the headlines. That word has created in 
the minds of some of your readers here @ 
false impression, and this fact leads me to 
think that perhaps it is calculated to do me 
injury in creating in the minds of cthers of 
your readers the impression that I had, in 
my argument to the jury, in some way ap 
proved of miscegenation, or charged it on 
the white people of the south. 

I was defending a negro, charged with 
the offense of adultery and fornication with 
one of his own race, and during tne entire 
trial, including my argument to the jury, 
I said nothing of miscegenation--did not 
hint at it—and used no words that cuuld 
possibly suggest the thougnt of it to any- 
one. 1 simply told the jury that the negro 
race had been for many years in slavery; 
that prior to the war the law provided no 
punishment for them for the crime with 
which my client was charged. In fact, that 
there was little or no restraint upen them, 
and that in many instances they were act- 
ually encouraged by their owners to commit 
this offense, in that rewards were bestowed 
upon the mothers for pocpesrenne .t when- 
ever by’ renewed oftspring the master’s 
wealth was increased. And that, therefore, 
the negro ought not to be held to that high 
standard of morality demanded of the 
whites. Without going into detail this was 
the sum and substance of my offending. My 
idea, now is, and always has been, 
that the fact that they were cncouraged 
by their owners in the manner incicated to 
the commission of such offenses, ought to 
be considered as a palliating circumstance 1n 
determining their guilt or innocence under 
such a charge. It is true that while discuss- 
ing this matter Judge Hutchins said of me, 
in a pleasant tone of voice, that I was 
slandering the southern people, <lluding, as 
I understood him, of course, to the slave- 
owners; and it is true that I replied that if 
to tell the truth was slandering them, lI 
was doing so, but that I intended it as no 
slander on anyone, I did not think, and do 
not now think that Judge Hutchins was re- 
buking me. I am on the closest terms of 
intimacy and friendship with him, and 
have an exalted opinion of him, hoth as a 
man and judge. He is painstaking, able, 
upright and impartial, and it is a,real pleas- 
ure to try cases before him. 

In conclusion let me say that I have been 
led to write this, not only to set myseif 
right, but because I hate the idea of mis- 
cegenation, and the véry word to ime is a 
Pandora’s box filled with countless horrors 
and nameless evils, and God grant that it 
may never be opened in this fair land. Re- 
spectfully, F. C. FOSTER.

The Central Right of Way. 

The attorney general and Special Attor- 
ney Wimbish have completed the papers in 
the matter of the Western and« Atlantic 
right of way which will come up for hear- 
ing before the special commission  ap- 
pointed by the. governor on next Monday. 
This commission consists of Judge Hopkins, 
Hon. T. B. Jones, of Dalton, and Hon. 
Warner Riill, of Meriwether county. The 
matter in dispute is the ownership of that 
portion of the right of way which is now 
used by the Central railroad and which 
is claimed by that railroad on the deed 
given subsequent to the deed made the 
State. The original deed given to the 
state road transfers to that road for rail- 
road purposes as much of the property be- 
tween Forsyth and Pryor streets as the 
engineer might lay off. Subsequent to that 
the Central railroad was deeded a similar 
right to 100 feet south of the state’s right 
of way. The Central, it is claimed, used 
a portion of that covered by the engineer’s 
survey for the state. At least that is the 
contention of the state. By failing to as- 
sert their rights as to the hundred feet 
south of the state road right of way, the 
Central has long since lost that under the 
Statutes of limitation. The Central bases 
its case on the Mitchell deed. The proper- 
ty involved is very valuable and the hear- 
ing will be an interesting one.

The Remedy for Lynching. 

In the November-December number of 
The American Law Review, Justice Walter 
Clark contributed an article upon a topic 
that has a peculiar interest at this time. 
We quote: 

“The remedy for lynching is to restore 
the confidence of society in the just, prompt 
and efficient trial and punishment of crim- 
inals. Courts are very expensive to the 
people. Yet in most cases if a criminal 
ean procure the services of able and skill- 
ful counsel the advantages granted to the 
prisoner in a trial for a capital offense 
are such that a verdict for the state is 
almost impossible, no matter how flagrant 
the offense. Or if a verdict is had, so 
numerous are the technicalities that it is 
very difficult for the trial judge to so con- 
duct the trial that reversal will not be had 
on appeal. The trial of a capital case 
when the prisoner is guilty, generally is not 
so much an investigation of the truth of 
the real matter at issue as a display of 
legal skill on the part of counsel, which 
is usually sufficient to prevent the execu- 
tion of the just sentence of the law. 

‘‘Let the trial be speedy, and the punish- 
ment, if there is a conviction, be prompt 
and. certain. Remove the technicalities 
which render so many trials a travesty. 
Abolish the delays and continuances which 
baffie justice, and which makes punishment, 
at the end of a long chase, take on the 
appearance of revenge rather than justice. 
Do’ these things, and not only lynchings 
will disappear, but the grand annual! total 
of over 10,000 capital offenses will shrink 
wonderfully.”

Our exposition got its fimst hearing in 
New York yesterday. The result was nota- 
ble in every respect. 

The executive committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce of New York, the most im- 
portant commercial organization in Amer- 
ica, held a meeting to talk about and hear 
others talk about the exposition. 

By coincidence the .Atlanta committee 
chanced to be in New York. This commit- 
tee appeared before the New York business 
men and several strong talks were made. 
A strong resolution indorsing the expos!- 
tion was adopted and it was decided to 
appoint a committee to visit the exposi- 
tion at once and report on the condition 
and outlook. 


The significance of this meeting cannot 
be too highly estimated. New York's tak- 
ing hold of the exposition means some- 
thing. The fact that Atlanta has aroused 
that city is a. fine evidence of Atlanta’s 
ability in the matter of advertising its en- 
terprises. 


Here is the story from New York: 


“New York, August 1.—Se¢eral gentlemen 
who represent the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition of Atlanta met the 
executive committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce this morning. 

“The delegation was composed of Evan 
P. Howell, editor of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion; Hon. Porter King, mayor of Atlanta; 
Steward F. Woodson, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce; ex-Governor Bul- 
lock; H. H. Cabaniss, manager of The At- 
lanta Journal; Dr. Spaiding, T. B. Neal, 
J. E. Maddox, W. C. Sanders and James 
Swann. Those of the executive committee 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
present were Henry Hertz, chairman, and 
Messrs. Woodbury, Langdon and J. E. 
Simmons. 

“The gentlemen from the south Were en- 
thusiastic over the outlook for the coming 
exposition and short talks were made by 
President Woodson, ex-Governor Bullock, 
Dr. Spalding, Colonel Howell and Mr. 
Cabaniss. 

“Mr, Woodson extended a formal invita- 
tion to the Chamber of Commerce to send 
its executive committee to Atlanta in Au- 
gust, as Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
other western cities would have delegations 
there to look over the scope of the great 
exposition. 

“Colonel Howell said that the Cotton ex- 
position of 1881 had done more good than 
the world’s fair. Among other things it 
brought about a revolution in the handling 
and marketing of cotton seed. ‘Then there 
were only two oil mills in the south. Today 
the cotton seed preduct is worth $57,000, 000 
yearly. The meeting was full of interest 
and Mr. Langdon offered the following 
resolutions, which were seconded by Mr. J. 
E. Simmons:

He Preached in Atlanta Last March—Hts 
Call Gives Gereral Satisfaction to 
the Congregation. 


St. Luke’s qghurch is no longer in search 
of a rector. 

A call from the vestry of that church 
has been extended to Rev. J. N. McCor- 
mick, a bright young divine of Suffolk, 
Va., and the call has been accepted by 


that clergyman. 

The new rector ‘will begin his pastoral 
duties in this city on the first Sunday in 
September. ; 

In the judgment of aud who have heard 
him preach he mill be a worthy successor 
to Dr. Barrett. 

The resignation of Dr. Barrett was ten- 
dered last spring a year ago. He notified 
the church of his intention to resign prior 
to his Buropean trip and &fter returning 
to Amefica he preached his farewell ser- 
mon to the congregation. It was a notable 
discourse and hundreds of people, belong- 
ing to all denominations, crowded the 
Sanctuary on that occasion. 

Dr. Barrett left the pulpit to enter upon 
a wider field of usefulness. He holds one 
of the most important stations in the gift 
of the church in the United States. He 
makes his headquarters in Washington 
city, but ‘his territory embraces the stretch 
of the entire continent. 

Since Dr. Barrett's departure for the 
north the church has been without a rec~- 
tor. The congregation, however, has been 


ably served during this long interval by: 


quite a number of gifted clergymen. They 
have filled the pulpit for several weeks 
each and the congregation has thus been 
treated to quite a variety of eloquence. 

It has been the plan of the church to 
proceed slowly and avoid thereby the 
mistake of calling a man who might turn 
vut to be the wrong one. 

Last March the members of the congre- 
gation had the pleasure of histening to Mr. 
McCorm.ck. His sermon delighted ,every 
one and many were in favor of c: J ng 
him without de:ay. Action, however, was 
postponed for several weeks. In the mean- 
time ‘Mr. Charles A. Read, one of the 
vestrymen of the. church, went to Virginia 
and heard him preach to his own congre- 
gation. His first impression was confirmed 
and a report to this effect was made by 
Mr. Reed to the church. He also reported 
that 'Mr.° McCormick was greatly beloved 
by h‘s people in Virginia and universally 
esteemed by all denominations. 

Subsequently a call was extended to Mr. 
McCormick and Mr. Z. VD. Harrison, in 
behalf ef the church, mide him a per. 

After mature conzideration the 
young clergyman decided to accept the 
eall and according'y notified the congre- 
gation.

Mr. McCormick was educated a Meétho- 
dist and began to preach unaer a license 
from that denomination.

He 
is a young man, apparently about thirty- 
five years old, and has a wife and three 
children.

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Georgia Property and the Single Gold 
Staudard. 

The goldbug organs in Georgia do not 
have a happy time of it when they come 
to deal with the real facts of the situa- 
tion. Just at present they are tearing 
their hair and kicking up a tremendous 
fuss because the state tax returns are 
not suppressed. 

Last year the tax returns forwarded to 
the comptroller general's office from the 
various counties of the state showed a 
falling off in the taxable value of prop- 
erty in this state amounting to $25,000,- 
OOO. If the average falling off of this 
year’s returns is maintained the loss this 
year will be fully $30,000,000. In other 
words, as compared with the tax returns 
of 1893, there has been a loss in the 
value of taxable property in Georgia 
amounting to more than $50,000,000. 

This indisputable fact is causigg the 
goldbug organs squirm and twist 
about in a very uncomfortable way. Sec- 
retary Smith's paper makes a broad hint 
to the effect that. the taxpayers of the 
state are playing fast and loose with 
their consciences in the matter of tax 
returns. This is one explanation, but 
we do not choose to accept it. Why 
should the taxpayers report increased 
valuations during some years if they are 
interested in swindling themselves and 
the state? Why should they select 1894 
and 1895 as the years in which theean 
afford to perjure themselves? Does Sec- 
retary Smith’s paper think there is no 
honesty left in the land? Is the whole 
population of the stafe engaged in an 
effort to evade the tax collector? We re- 
fuse to believe that any such conspiracy 
exists in Georgia. especially when we 
look abroad and find precisely the same 
results in all the other states of the 
south, most of them in the «west, and 
even some of them in New England. 

In Georgia the system of reporting tax 
returns has not been materially changed 
during the past twenty years. The es- 
sential features of our tax laws remain 
the same, and yet, under this system, 
the taxable value of property- has ma- 
terially increased during some years. A 
few years ago the increase was such as 
to justify a reduction of the per .cent of 
taxation. But we have now before us 
the important fact that since 1893, un- 
der the operations of the single gold 
standard pure and simple, the taxable 
value of property in Georgia has been 
reduced more than $50,000,000, 

If this decrease in the value of prop- 
erty were confined to Georgia, we should 
conclude that our soil had lost its fertili- 
ty, or that our people had ceased to be 
industrious, or that our climate had be- 
come less salubrious. But in every agri- 
cultural state in the country we find the 
same terrific slump in values. Like a 
thief in the night the British gold stand- 
ard has silentiy stolen from our people 
more than $50,000,000 in property val- 
ues and has transferred that value to 
the gold in which debts are paid. 

The goldbug organs pradend to be very 
much alarmed for fear the publication of 
the tax returns will injure Georgia in 
the eyes of capitalists, investors and im- 
migrants. If the slump in propertyeyal- 
ues were confined to Georgia, there 
might be a question as to the* propriety 
of giving to the world such’. unpala- 
table facts. But the property of the 
whole country, outside of the eastern 
states, has been made the victim of the 
single gold standard. Georgia, bad as 
the showing is, is in better condition 
than many of the western, middle west- 
ern and northwestern states. 
proof of this we refer to the remarkable 
table of tax returns for all the states, 
compiled by The Constitution and,print- 
ed in these columns a few months ago. 
The figures given in that table were 
official, consequently none of ¢the gold- 
bug organs, big or little, has ever had 
the nerve to dispute the figures or to de- 
ny the conclusions which The Constitu- 
tion drew from them. 

The goldbugs might as well acknowl- 
edge the facts of the situation. If a 
man have a cancerous tumor on his body 
it is no attack on him for the physicians 
to tell him that he should have it out.

there were periods of prosperity after 
the demonetization of silver in 187% 
The answer is plain to those who are 
familiar with the commercial and finan- 


The first effecta of the demonetization of 
silver were of so serious a character that 
a party in favor of paper money arose. 
Then greenbacKism gave way to the 
more sensible and conservative demand 
for the restoration of silver. Under the 
cempromise act of 1878 $24,000,000 a year 
was added to our stock of money of 
final payment. This had a tendency to 
arrest the fall in prices and the decline 
in values. Then the Shermen act super- 
seded the Bland-Allison act, and added 
$50,000,000 a year to our volume of cir- 
culation, Owing to this act the years 
of 1890 and 1892 were years of great 
prosperity to the whole country. 

In 1893, in response to the demands of 
eastern and foreign bankers, Mr. Cleve- 
land forced the repeal of the Sherman 
act without substitute legislation. Pre- 
paring for this event, prices and values 
had already fallen, but after the repeal 
they fell still lower, and from that hour 
the people have had an opportunity to 
realize the blessings of the single gold 
standard. 


A Lesson To Be Heeded. 

Almost sinfultaneously many negro 
colonists have returned from Mexico 
and Africa utterly destitute and in great 
distress. 

It is alleged that the colonists in Mex- 
ico were cruelly oppressed, while those 
vin Africa found no way té make a liv- 
ing, 

The attempts to colonize the negroes 
of our southern states have all resulted 
disastrously. Our negroes do not make 
good colonists. They are atatheir best 
in tiiis region among their white friends 
and neighbors who have grown up with 
them. In the south the two races un- 
derstand each other, and with no meddle- 
some interference from the outside they 
will always get along together peaceful- 
ly and prosperously. 

Our colored friends make a great mis- 
take when they listen to the glib talkers 
who advise them to throw up their jobs 
and sacrifice their property with a view 
to seeking homes in a strange and dis- 
tant ‘land under a foreign flag. They 
will find it their best policy to remain 
right here. Their labor is In demand, 
and they enjoy the sume political and 
legal rights which are exercised. by ,the 
whites. Already, they have made great 
progress in a single generation. They 
are becoming better educated = and 
more thrifty, and the majority are hap- 
py and law-abiding. citizens. 

At our coming exposition the negroes 
of the south will have exhibits which 
will, in a measure, tell the story of 
their progress since their emancipation. 
In this enterprise they have the aid and 
encouragement of the southern people, 
and their advancement is not hailed 
with greater satisfaction anyavhere than 
right here at home. 

There is no reason why the southern 
negroes should go as colonists to dis- 
tant lands. The best thing they can do 
is to stay where they are. 


ORE EO Sra 
Judge Lawson Again. 

In another column we print a letter 
from. Judge Lawson, in whieh lte com- 
nents with some asperity on an editorial 
article that appeared in The Constitution 
of Sunday, in which reference was made 
to his change of base on the money.ques- 
tion. In that article casual mention was 
made of the fact that Judge Lawson 
lends money and that his property was 
targely in stocks and bonds, and this 
Was given as the most plausible and ra- 
tional explanation of his sudden and 
complete change of mind and heart. with 
respect to the free coinage of silver. 

This seems to have irritated Judge 
Lawson, and the result of that irritation 
is the letter which we print elsewhere. 
He says that when his ptivate business 
is injected into the discussion, “silence 
is no longer becoming,” and throughout 
his communication he proceeds on the 
assumption—wholly unjustifiable, as we 
think—that The Constitution and its 
readers, and, in fact, the people of the 
whole state, look upon money lending 
and investing in borids and stocks as a 
vocation altogether unwholesome and un- 
popular—something to be hid and con- 
cealed from the public. He declares 
plainly that our statement has no rele- 
vancy to the matter in hand, so far as he 
is able to perceive, except “to stir up the 
prejudices of the ignorant” against him 
personally, and thereby diminish the 
force of his argument. 

It gives us pleasure to enlighten Judge 
Lawson on this subject. Neither The 
Constitution nor its readers regard 
money, lending or the investment of mon- 
ey in stocks and bonds as either un- 
wholesome or pernicious. On the con- 
trary they look upon these things as not 
only legitimate but absolutely necessary. 
Our statement in regard to Judge Law- 
son was for the purpose of giving a 
rational explanation of his change of 


mind ahd heart on the money question. 


‘Few men rise superior to their personal 
interests, and it is to the interest of 
those who lend money and who invest 
in bonds and stocks that the dollar should 
have the highest purchasing power pos- 
sible. It is to their interest (from a su- 
perficial point of view) that tthe prices of 
commodities in which debts and interest 
are paid should be as low as possible. 
Low prices of commodities mean higher 
profits for those who lend money or who 
have invested in bonds and stocks. 
Having said this much it is hardly 
necessary to repeat here what we have 
said over and over again in these col- 
timns, that neither the banks nor the in- 
dividuals who lend money are to blame 
for taking every advantage of a system 
which permits them to pile up their 
profits at the expense of the producers 
of the country. Time and again we have 
explained to our readers that the banks 
that have raided the treasury and the 
money lenders who find wealth in the 
enhanced value of gold as compared 
with commodities are not in business 
for their health. The banks have their 
clients and their own interests to take 
care of, and they would be fools indeed 
if they did not take prompt advantage 
of the opportunities offe by the sin- 


cial history of the country: since 1873. 4 
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are entitled to all the profits they can 
that which is now pressing the business 
of the country to the wall. 

So far as selfishness is concerned, it 
may be said that the people have a sel- 
| fish interest in the restoration of silver. 
They believe that it would enhance the 
value of their products; they believe it 
would add to the general prosperity all 
| that the single gold standard takes away 
from it; they believe that the interests of 
all are more important than the interests 
of a few; they believe that what the 
bankers and money lenders might lose in 
the depreciation of the value of the golg 
dollar would be' more than made up in 
the increased rate of interest that would 
undoubtedly follow~the resumption of 
prosperity. 

What Judge Lawson says about the 
importance of credit applies forcibly 
here. If three-fourths of the business 
of the country is done on borrowed mon- 
ey (and we think this is far within the 
limit) would it not be better for the 
bankers and the money lenders if this 
vast army of producers were earning 
profits that would justify them in in- 
creasing their business and so increase 
their loans? It is a very narrow view 
to take of the matter to say that because 
three-fourths or more of the business of 
the country is done on borrowed capital, 
we ought to retain a system that will 
drive more than one-half of this busi- 
ness to the wall. That is what the Brit- 
ish gold standard has done and is doing. 

In the course of his interesting letter 
Judge Lawson asks us many questions 
and infers answers in every instance that 
are fatal to his arguments in favor of 
the single gold standard. To these ques- 
tions we have no reply to make, for 
Judge Lawson’s replies are effectual. 

A few more cards and communications 
will undoubtedly enable Judge Lawson 
to set himself right before his constitu- 
ents and the people generally. But he 
has yet to explain why he voted for 
free colfiage at the ratio of 16 to la 
short while ago and now finds that his 
attitude pas vicious fh the extreme. 


The Model American City. 

Atlanta’s methods are attracting at- 
tention abroad. It is an everyday thing 
for our contemporaries to urge their 
readers to: borrow our public spirit, en- 
térprise and the habit our people have 
of pulling together. 

Recently a delegation from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., visited Atlanta to study our 
tire department, and they were so well 
pleased with Chief Joyner’s system that 
they asked Atlanta to allow her gallant 
chief to go down to reorganize Jackson- 
ville’s fire department, and they put one 
of his force at the head of their depart- 
ment, : ° 

Within the past few weeks the munici- 
pal authorities of Charlotte and Knox- 
ville have come here to study our 
methods of city government. Even the 
largest cities of the continent have found 
that certain features of our sanitary 
system are worth investigating and imi- 
tating. New York and Chicago sent 
committees here to examine our crema- 
tories, and the latter city has already 
adopted our mode of 
garbage. 

All of this is very encouraging, and 
we have a right to be proud of it, but 
the fact that Atlanta is now recognized 
as the model American city should only 
stimulate us to make a still better record. 
During the exposition it will be in our 
power to give the entire country an ob- 
ject lesson in enterprise; thrift and law 
and order. 

To do this should be the ambition of 
all classes of our citizens, and it is wvn- 
necessary to remind them that we néed 
now more than ever the free and full 
exercise of the liberal policy, the pro- 
gressive spirit and the harmonious ac- 
tion which have made Atlanta what she 
is. Ours is a city set upon a hill, and 
we must see to it that her light shines 
forth with increasing splendor.

All a Mistake,

The British have seized so much land 
belonging to other countries lately that 
it is pleasant to have the fact brought 
out that Trinidad was taken and given 
away instead of being seized. Still, it 
must be admitted that Brazil«yis minus 
her territory, with apparently no re- 
dress in sight.

now be prosperous and powerful, with 
the incubus of slavery removed by a 
system of gradnal emancipation.

This 
would have been a great, rich and prosper- 
ous country had it always remained under 
British rule. Nature had done too much 
for it to prevent all the good work from 
being undowe by any sort of rule. Hed the 
French maintained possession of the val- 
ley of the Mississippi, it would have been 
as productive as it is now, and the people 
living there would have enjoyed life. 

Such guess work as this is readable, 
but so far as its practical utility is con- 
cerned we might as well be speculating 
upon what would have been our condi- 
tion if Columbus had not discovered 
America. Nor can we agteé with The 
Citizen that people attach too much im- 
portance to the institution called govern- 
ment. The trouble is that we do not 
attach enough importance t@ it. Peo- 
ple neglect their political duties and 
misgovelnment is the result. What we 
need is a more general appreciation of 
the elements of good government.

LYNCHED, IF CAUGHT. 
Citizens Near Smyrna Were Hunting 
a Negro at 4 O'Clock This Morning. 
A dead negro may be found in the woods 
or along the Western and Atlantic railroad 

track near Smyrna this morning. 
A posse of outraged citizens was chasing 


one in that neighborhood from dark last | 


night up to 3 o'clock this morning, and if 
he was captured a lynching was the re- 
sult beyond all doubt. 

It appears from the information which 
reached the city last night that a negro 
whose name is unknown made a crim- 
inal assault upon a well known and highly 
respected lady living near Smyrna late 
yesterday afternoon and quickiy took to 
the woods. 

Intelligence of the crime spread rapidly 
and by dark a large posse of citizens was 
in hot pursuit of the negro. Planters of 
Cobb county and~merchants of Smyrna 
were joined by Fulton county planters and 
residents of Marietta and a most vigorous 
search for the negro was prosecuted for 
hours, but at 4 o’clock this morning nothing 
definite had been heard from the scene. 

At midnight members of the posse return- 
ed to Marietta and stated that the chase 
was still going on. They declared that 
the negro had not been captured, and as- 
serted that he would be swung to the near- 
est tree without loss of time if found. 


WHERE DID HE BUY THEM? 


A Negro Escapes from an Officer by 
His Clothes Giving Away. 
Officer Wildauer of the police department, 
had ‘a lively experience with a negro who 
he was endeavoring to arrest at a Loyd 

street boarding house last night. 

The negro was wanted by Sheriff Ingles, 
of Hancock county, for some offense com- 
mitted in that county, and Officer Wildauer 
went to the Loyd street house to make the 
arrest, it being known that the negro was 
boarding there. When the officer entered 
the house and asked for the negro the lat- 
ter made his appearance but no sooner did 
he see. the officer than he made a break for 
his liberty. ; 

The officer gave chase and caught up with 
the negro, grabbing him by his clothing. 
The negro made a desperate. jerk and tore 
away from the grasp of the officer, the lat- 
ter clinging to a large part of the man’s 
coat and’ shirt.

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A Step To Pacify the Situation in Local 
Military Circles. 
THE OLD DIVISION BOBS UP AGAIN 


But There Is Every Likelihood That 
All’s Peaceful Now. 


FIFTH REGIMENT WANTS A HAND 


In Entertaining the Visiting Military and 
Does Not Think Too Much Should 
Be Puton the Gate City Guard. 


The Gate City Guard and the regular mil- 
itary companies composing the Fifth regi- 
ment of Georgfa volunteers are not yet on 
terms of peace, it would seem. 

A little resolution yesterday afternoon 
uncovered the fact that the old spirit still 
exists between these organizations. It is 
of months standing and was at one time al- 
most strong enough to be designated as 
bitter. The recent revival of the matter 
came up over the question of entertaining 
the many military companies that will be 
in Atlanta from all parts of the country 
during the exposition. 

The breach between the Gate City Guard 
and the other companies is an old story. 
How the Guard left the service of the 
State; how it set out to maintain its organ- 
ization on a separate and independent 
basis and how it has done so up to the 
present time, are things known to all Geor- 
gia. That the trouble has on more than 
one occasion become unpleasant is also 
known, 

Several days ago Captain J. F. Burke 
appeared before the exposition’s executive 
board with a proposition to entertain the 
visiting military during the exposition with- 
out expense or trouble to the exposition. 
Before Captain Burke made his talk to the 
committee the question of properly enter- 
taining the military companies that would 
come here had been a knotty one with the 
board, and they were in @® stew as to how 
it should be settled. 

Captain Burke's proposition relieved the 
board of the burden of a troublesome ques- 
tion. Captain Burke stated that his com- 
pany was willing to undertake the whole 
responsibility of caring for and entertain- 
ing visiting military, provided the exposi- 
tion company would lend the use of its 
name to’ his movement and would assist 
him in appealing te the government for the 
use of government tents for the soldiers 
during the exposition. 

Captain Burke’s proposition was a most 
generous one so far as the exposition was 
concerned. 

“We don’t ask a cent of the exposition 
company,” said Captain Burke. “We will 
entertain the visiting military, will house 
them in good, comfortable tents and see 
that they are taken care of, if you will 
only help us to get the tents.” 

Camain Burke’s proposition was unani- 
mously accepted. More than that, eagerly 
accepted, for in the language of Captain 
W. D. Grant, “we were so much pleased 
wit™® the generous and pvblic-spirited offer 
that we accepted the offer eagerly and 
elected Captain Burke a vice president of 
the exposition before he left the room.” 

So, seemingly, the whole matter of enter- 
taining the visiting military was placed in 
the hands of the Gate City Guard. 

The action of the exposition company, as 

it appeared on its face, did not suit the 
officers and members of the Fifth regi- 
ment, which is composed of Atlanta com- 
panies. They had plans of their own. As 
the regular organized military of the city, 
they felt a pride in seeing the visiting com- 
panies well cared for and felt that the 
duty was incumbent upon them. Several 
weeks before the action of the executive 
board the Fifth regiment had formulated 
its plans and when the action was announc- 
ed there was consternation. in the ranks of 
the regular military. | 

Just a week before Captain Burke ap- 
peared at exposition heacquarters with his 
proposition to entertain fhe visiting sol- 
diers, Colonel John 8S. Candler, of the Fifth 
regiment, appeared before the execu- 
tive board with a proposition to do the 
very same thing, but on very different 
terms. 

In a talk before the board, Colonel Can- 
adler outlined his ideas and the ideas of 
his as@ociates in the regiment as to the 
proper thing to be done for the visiting 
military companies by both the exposition 
company and the local militia. He said 
there would be a great many companies 
from many séctions here and naturally 
each company would bring a large num- 
ber of its citizen friends. The military 
companies would be a great feature of 
the exposition and he thought the exposi- 
tion company should encourage them. 

‘“‘"The military companies will bring a great 
deal to you,”’ said Colonel Candler, “and we 
feel that you should help us to entertain 
them. I think that we should arrange it 
so that the companies imtending to visit 
here shoulad.come at times when there will 
be no other companies in the city, We might 
arrange it so as to have only a few compa- 
nies here at a time. 

“With an appropriation of $5,000 accommo- 
dations could be prepared in the shape of 
tents and messhouses, sufficient to accom- 
modate all the soldiers who will come here. 


| The system of alternation I spoke of could 


be used. This appropriation would be amply 
justified by the returns you would get and 
the city and the exposition would be vast- 
ly benefited. 

“The exposition officials would have no 
trouble in loédking after the social feature 
of the visit of the military, This would be 
attended to by the military boys.” 

The matter was discussed by the board. 
Many members of the board did not 
think that $5,000 should be appropriated to 
the entertainment of the military for the 
reason that dozens of organizations of other 
kinds would be here during the exposition 
and the exposition could not entertain all. 
They took no action on Colonel Candler’s 
proposition at the fime. They expressed 
themselves as being determined to see that 
all visiting military companies were shown 
the proper courtesies. Here the matter rests. 
It was not taken up again until Captain 


Burke appeared before the executive com- 


mittee with the result stated. 

The officers and members of the Fjfth 
regiment were not pleased with the sifua- 
tion when the news of Captain Burke’s ap- 
pearance before the executive committee 
and its result was announced. It upset the 
plans of ¢he Fifth regiment somewhat and 
the spirit of dissatisfaction was not4low in 
manifesting itself. 

It has been an open secret for some time 
that there was dissatisfaction among the 
regular military men of the city regarding 
the situation. They wanted to entertain the 
visiting military companies, but were with- 
out the financial means to do it in the prop- 
er manner, As Colonel Candler explained to

and were not able to devote their own 
means to the entertainment of visitors. ~ 


Part of the dissatisfaction of the regular | - 
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had been shown to Captain Burke 

Gate City Guard. Between the 
companies and the Guard there has 

not. been any admiration lost and this fact 
made the situation all the harder to sim- 
plify. : 

For several days it has been whispered 
about that there could be no co-operation 
between the Guard and the regular military 
companies in the entertainment of guests, 
This was especially true, it was said, owing 
to the attitude of the exposition company 
toward the Gate City Guard. The impression 
seemed to have been created that the expo- 
sition company had shown favor to the 
Gate City Guard. There has been lots of 
talk recently about the matter in a generai 
way and it had about reached the stage 
when the matter of entertainment ‘of the 
visiting military was seriously threatened, 

Yesterday afternoon at the meeting of the 
board of directors of the exposition Mr. 
Alex Smith introduced a resolution intend- 
ed to pacify matters. The resolution was as 
follows: ~ 

“Whereas, The erroneous impression has 
gone abroad that the aeceptance of the 
proposition of the,Gate City Guard made 
through Captain J. F'. Burke, to prepare for 
the entertainment of the visiting military 
companies, was meant to confer the ex- 
clusive right to make such preparations— 

“kesOlveu, ‘I’‘ha: it is (he sense of this board 
that similar encouragement and indorse- 
ment will be given to other associations, 
military and otherwise, in any laudable ef- 
fort to assist in the great work of caring 
for the throng of visiters to the exposition. 

“Resolved further, That we especially re- 
quest all the local military companies to do 
everything in their power to properly re- 
ceive and entertain visiting military com- 
panies, both from other points in Georgia 
and from other states.” . 

This resolution received full discussion. 
Mr. Smith said it was prompted by reports 
of the dissatisfaction which had arisen over 
erroneous impressions that had gone out 
about the action of the executive committee. 
He sald there was considerable feeling in 
the matter. 

Mr. Phil Harralson said there was no use 
trying to hide the truth of the matter, the 
Fifth regiment didn’t fike the way things 
stood at all. Several other gentlemen spoke 
to the same effect. Mr. Smith said: 

“We have nothing to do with the fights 
in the military companies, What they think 
of each other and sey about each other 
is nothing to us. We want to harmonize 
matters in so far as we are concerned, how- 
ever. We are not expected to take sides in 
outside troubles, The object of my resolu- 
tion is to place all of our military compa- 
nies on the same footing, irrespective of 
any quarrel that may exist outside.” 

After some discussion on the same line 
the resolution was adopted. 

Meantime .Captain Burke is in Washing- 
ton for the purpose of securing tents from 
the government to house the visiting sol- 
diers. Whether he will succeed or not is a 
question. The old fight between the state 
and the Guard may come in here again. it 
is said that the regulations require that ail 
applications for tents and camping outfit 
must come through the state. In the light 
of past history, Captain Burke: could not 
ask, if he could receive, the assistance of 
the state in the matter.

TAKE ACTION AGAINST THE LAUNDRY 


They Join the Other Residents on Marietta 
Strect in Making a Petition to the 
City Couscil. 


A epecial ‘meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Young Men’s Library Associa- 
tion was held in the pafiors of the building 
on Marietta street yesterday afternoon at 
5 o'clock. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
ef taking action, in concert with the other 
residents on Marietta street, concerning 
‘the erection of a brick laundry several. 
yards below the building. 


are very much opposed to the laundry and 
they have drawn up a petition to the city 
council urging that body to interfere in 
their behalf. The directors of the library 
were asked to join in this petition and for 
this reason the meeting was called yester- 
day afternoon. : 

The building that is going up in the neigh- 
borhood of the library, to be used as a 
public laundry, is the property of Messrs. 
Shumake & Seltzer. They received a per- 
‘mit for the erection of the building and 
set to work with no expectation of being 
molested. 

It was originally the intention of the 
owners of the property to put up a five- 
story building. Later, however, this pur- 
pose was abandoned and permission was 
obtained to put up a one-story brick build- 
ing to be used as a laundry. 

As soon as it was noised about in the 
neighborhood that a building of this kind 
was going up the residents of that vicinity 
commenced to agitate the matter among 
themselves. Mrs. McMillam, who owns the 
large brick edifice next to the library build- 
ing, took the initial steps and urged the 
other residents to join her, which they did 
readily. It was urged in the petition that 
a public laundry in that portion of the 
city would depreciate the value of home 
property and be a constant source of dh- 
noyance to the people living in the vicinity. 

This petition was read at the meeting of 
the library directors yesterday afternoon. 
_The members of the board failed to see 
_how the matter could be adjusted, since the 
work had already commenced with the 
proper authority; but in order to guard the 
interests of the library it was decided to 
join Mrs. McMillan in her petition. A vote 
was taken and the secretary of the board 
was authorized to sign for the library. 

A large attendance was present, nearly 
all the directors being on hand. President 
DeSaussure presided over the meeting.

An Enterprising Collection Agency Creates 
a Big Sensation. 


A LONG LIST OF NAMES PUBLISHED 


The Bill Boards of the City Are Covered 
with Flamiog Posters That Teli 
Unpleasant Stories. 


The bill posters got in their work 
Wednesday night. They literally covered 
the advertising boards of the city with 
flaring posters that are not calculated to 
be passed by without being commented 


upon. 

The posters attracted a great deal of 
attention during the day, and large crowds 
congregated at the boards and read the un- 
usual sentences. It was not the advance 
sheets of a circus nor the catchy litho- 
graphs, of a minstrel that was 80 eagerly 
inspected by the curious crowds, but the 
posters were sent out by @ collecting agen- 
cy, with headquarters at Washington, and 
the names of creditors with the amounts 
that they owed set opposite, were printed 
in large, flaring, colored letters. | 

The posters are large and one would 
naturally turn to look upon them 4s he 
passed. They are headed with the words: 
“For Sale,’”’ and below is given the list of 
names that have been furnished the agency 
for collection. The circulars state that 
bids will be received on the several ac- 
counts listed, and instruct intending bid- 
ders to send their bids to the National Col- 
lecting Agency, at Washington. 

The lists that have been published to 
the citizens of Atlanta contains many ac- 
counts, and with each name the postoffice 
address is given and the amount of the ac- 
count. The names are printed in such 
large characters as to enable all to read 
them without pausing long enough to make 
a close examination. In fact, the names 
are so plainly printed that they can be 
read almost across the street. The amount 
opposite each name is printed in the same 
size type, and it is certain to attract the 
attention of all who pass. 

On the posters that have dliready been 
placed upon the boards appear the names 
of two Atlanta men, but over the names 
a heavy brush of lack ink has been drawn, 
and it is impossible to make out the letters. 
The amounts, however, are plainly visible. 
Nearly all of the smaller towns in the 
state are repres@énted on the bills, and in 
every instance the figures that tell the 
story are printed in large flaming char- 
acters. 

Early yesterday morning the posters were 
discovered and every man that would stop 
to read the names would call the first man 
that happened to pass and shuw him the 
names and figures. 

Some would laugh, others would look 
serious and the majority would swear ven- 
geance upon the man who would put their 
names before the public in such a manner. 

Is Your Name Written There? 

To the credit of the posters let it be said 
that they are responsible for more practi- 
cal jokes than any one could well imagine, 

The practical jokers of the city had a 
great day of it and friends by the score 
were called up over the ‘phone and told 
the story. Some prominent people were 
called up and nearly all believed the voice 
at the other end of the wire—that they 
were actually advertised on the posters as 
owing some one. 

Soon the people in the vicinity of the 
objectionable posters caught on to the joke, 
and when a fellow would turn the corner 
and at a rapid gait make for the boards, 
they would give him the laugh. 

Call It a Blaff. 

Nearly all who inspected the posters were 
of the opinion that the collection agency 
was making a huge bluff, and that, the 
names that appeared on the list were ficti- 
tious, and.as the names of the Atlanta 
people were scratched out before the pa- 
pers were posted up, they thought that it 
was simply used as a means to intimidate 
creditors.. 

It is certain that the posters created a 
tremendous sensation and if the threats 
that many made were to Be put into execu- 
tion the manavers of the agency had bet- 
ter be careful to remain a long way from 
Atlanta. 


MR. TOLLESON FINED 85. 


Messrs. Cooper and Tolleson Figured 
in the Police Court Yesterday.

The $4,000,000 of Louisville and Nashville 
and Mobile and Montgomery 4% per cent 
bonds sold by the Louisvi.le and Nashville 
@re a new issue. The company .doned all 
the capital stock and the $2,944,000 Mobile 
and Montgomery bonds. The road, there- 
fore, Was practically in the position of a 
non-capitalist p.ece of property. By this 
issue Louisville and Nashville renders 
available an advance of a‘pout $300,000 to 
the Mobile and Montgomery, which thus 
becomes a real asset. The advance in the 
unified 4s yesterday leads to the belief 
that the company obta:ned a good price 
for the 44% per cent bonds. Peopie close to 
the Louisville and Nashville management 
Bay they look to see the un-fied 4s sell at 
90 before long as a result of the change of 
policy with regards to construction, etc. 

There is very positive information cir- 
culating that the Reading pian of reor- 
ganization s.mply awaits more distinct 
S.gns of settiement of the coal troubles be- 
fore being promulgated. There is a report 
from good source that the bondholders 
wiil be called upon to bear the principal 
burden of raising new money and that 
the stock will be assessed lightiy. The 
largest proportion of the stock is stated 
to be held in New York now. 

There is a feeling on the part of the 
Tennessee Coal and Tron directors that, 
although the price that has been bid ‘s 
wery satisfactory as compared with previ- 
ous bids, it would be better for the com- 
pany to keep the bonds in its treasury, as 
it does not absolutely need the money and 
there is a fair probability of the bonds 
deing worth more later on. 

London operators show a disposition to 
realize on the advance established Wednes- 
day. The public is not in the market. 
Reading, however, has been bought on a 
belief that a reorganization pian is nearly 
ready.

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THE IRON MARKET. 


Millis Not Able To Supply the Demand 
for Steel. 

Cleveland, O., August L—The Iron Trade 
Review says today: 

“The course of the iron market in the 
past three weeks has done so much to allay 
fears of a too rapid advance, followed by 
settling values. The week has given proof 
that the feature of improvement is de- 
veloping steadily. The growing volume of 
car building and the early inquiries on 
agricultural account have led to the an- 
nouncement of another $2 advance in bar 
iron, maing the price 1.30 delivered at 
points nearest valley mills. This advance, 
if maintained for sixty days, means a $4.50 
puddling rate October Ist. Pig iron prices 
have been practically at a standstill. The 
gurprising thing about recent wales of 
Bessemer iron at Pittsburg and in the 
valley, in view of the rapid advances pre- 
ceding, was the fact that they left the 
market only slightly higher, $13.85 to $14 
being valley furnace prices today. An ac- 
tual advance of 50 cents a ton is reported 
from Chicago on local foundry irons, with 
southern prices unhangced, 

“There is a better report concerning Lake 
Superior charcoal. I“gures show that the 
consumption of that metal in the rst half 
of the year was at over twice the rate of 
the second half of 1894. Soft steel, like 
Bessemer pig, has been stationary under 
recent purchases. Sales at $21.00 at Pitts- 
burg are reported. The settlement of the 
strike at the American Wire Company’s 
plant, at Cleveland, and the adjustment of 
wages at the rod mills, means that con- 
Sumption of several thousand pounds of 
steel per week will be resumed at once. 
The demand for steel products has been 
in excess of the ability of mills to supply. 
New business in plaies and structurai ma- 
terial is steadily coming forward. The 
whole trade is in a conaition eceptionally 
Strong and healthy.”

In 
bonds transactions amounted to $2,209,000. 
with Atchison issues the active ones and 
a fraction lower. Dealings in stocks fell off 
to 193,009 shares. They were largest in 
Sugar Refining, 44.0009 shares. and Louts- 
ville and Nashville. 20.909, both strong feat- 
ures. Burlington. St. Paul and Rock Island 


‘on fairly large dealings lost a fraction on 


the day being fairly steady notwithstanding 
profit taking. 

Atchison reached 16, but closed unchane- 
ed. Earn'nes for the third week in July 
increased $37,000. Among investment stocks 
Manhattan on 3,00 shares gained 1% points, 
while of the specialties Chicago 2nd FEast- 
ern Tillinois ended a point, Minneapolis 
end St. Louis preferred 114, and Tennessee 
Coal and Iron a noint up, Wheeling and 
Lake Erie preferred, 1% down. The coalers 
were neglected, excent Reading, which lost 
% on 4.000 shares. Bearing on this group 
was the meeting of authracite agents. The 
Jatter did nothing officially except to ad- 
journ sine die. Advices as to the coal sita- 
ation were of the usual indigo color. 

It is understood that at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing a vote was taken as to whether in the 


opinion of the agents better prices could | 


be secured. The offirmative vote on this 
question was unanimous, following which 
there was a vote as to whether the agents 
ould pledge themselves to secure advanced 
prices. There ere two dissenting votes, 
but it is regarded as significant that neith- 
er Reading, the Deleware and Hudson nor 
the Lackawanna so voted. 

Louisville and Nashville deserves some 
special mention, as it was really the nota- 
ble feature in the stock market, reaching 
the highest point in many months, namely, 
62%. In the loan crowd it lent flat and at 
1-236. The advance in the stock was affect- 
ed in the face of London selling, while the 
local buying was based on the continued 
activity in iron and the rise in southern 
pig iron of $3 per ton, a matter of import- 
ancé to the Louisville and Nashville sys- 
tem. 

Messrs. Dow, Jones & Co., referring to 
this property, sa “We underetand that

Atlanta’s Battie Fields To Be Marked by 
the Confederate Veterans. 


THE PROGRAMME ARRANGED YESTERDAY 


Committeemen Decide To Take in the City 
and Mark Off All Places of His- 
tor.c Interest. 


Atlanta will soon be a city of slabs. Small 
posts upon which will be inscribed the name 
of some command during the war, the part 
4ét played in the battle of Atlanta and the 
number of men killed in the engagements 
on that fateful day on July 22d, will be 
erected in every part of the city. 

Yesterday afternoon the coimmittee ap- 
pointed by thé Confederate Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation two weeks ago to mark all of the 
old battlefields about the city, met in the 
L. Calhoun. Definite 
plans of marking the historic places were 
arranged and the work will begin as soon 
as possible. Captain Clayton and Colonel L. 
P. Thomas gave interesting talks upon the 
fights and told of places whefe the most 
exciting scenes were. played. 

On the 8th of August, at 8 o’clock in the 
morning, all members of the committee 
will meet at the courthouse, where carriages 
will be provided. They will drive over the 
scenes of all the battles for the purpose of 
marking the places of interest. Every place 
of note in the battle of July 22, 1864, will 
be marked. They have extended an invita- 
tion to all who have any knowledge regard- 
ing conspicuous places in this fight to ac- 
company them. They will drive first out 
Peachtree street and mark the headquar- 
ters of the different generals. The lines of 
the ¢onfederates were drawn across old 
Peters park extending across the grounds 
of the Technoivgical school to Marietta 
street, There were two or three forts with- 
in this radius, The places where Hood, Lee 
and Hardee were stationed will be staked. 

Then, out beyond the exposition grounds, 
where the lines of federals were stationed, 
and further out toward Peachtree creek 
the territory wiil be inspected. 

Judge Calhoun drew rough diagrams of 
these lines yesterday afternoon. 

“You see,”’ he said, “there is where the 
forces of Hardee were brought up. Now 
that was Lee’s position. He was stationed 
over there in that skirt of woods. Hardee, 
I believe, was responsible for the loss we 
sustained. He failed to carry out the orders 
of Hood, who had planned to take the ted- 
erals on the extreme right where they 
were unprotected, and by scattering them, 
drive them back on Peachtree creek and 
then to the Chattahoochee. 

“But Hardee was apparently afraid to get 
out from’ the lines. He had been ortered to 
separate himself entirely and take his di- 
vision to the enemy’s flank, but instead of 
this he stuck about until the enemy’s post 
was strengthened. If he had done as or- 
dered the result of the battle might have 
been different. 

“Yea, we'll have to mark all of these old 
places. 
Through a Lamppost. 

“We'll have to put up @ pillar just in the 
center of the city, too,” added Captain 
Clayton. ‘‘There’s that old lamp post on the 
James corner. It marks a tragedy, though 
many are not aware of it. There’s a bullet 
hole through the old post now. The bullet 
killed Sol Luckie, a barber. We must have @ 
post there. 

“Yes, there’s another place, too,’ put in 
Colonel Thomas. “It is said that the first 
shot fired into Atlanta killed a child on the 
corner of Ivy and Ellis streets, We'll put a 
pillar up there.”’ 

In this way the committee talked over the 
incidents of war days. 

They have prepared to place wooden posts 
at all of the important places. It will be 
necessary in order to do this to raise a small 
amount of money and it is possible that this 
will be done by private subscription. 

By the time of the opening of the exposi- 
tion all work now planned will be finished 
and the people can be shown just how the 
great battles about this city were conducted 
and fought.
